The  issue  with  the  missing  vehicle  type  for  TC074  should  be  addressed  within  the  next  day  or  two  as  part  of  a  change 
that  ensures  we're  strictly  adhering  to  the  Vehicle  Type  Map.

Current  Status:  82  Test  Cases  have  passed,  0  Test  Cases  are  in  failed  status,  none  are  with  AAMVA  to  be 
validated  and  1  has  not  been  executed.

AK  sent  the  form  to  come  across  the  AAMVAnet  line  to  connect  to  the  AAMVA  file  transfer  server.  Setup 
should  be  complete  by  Friday,  10/13.  Once  the  updates  have  been  made  AK  will  need  to  ensure  the 
connectivity  is  working  for  all  environments. _ 

The  last  test  case  involves  processing  an  N  Message  batch  file  using  UNI.  Susan  created  the  file  that  will  be 
used  in  the  testing  and  it  has  been  placed  on  the  FTP  server  ready  for  AK  to  pick  up  and  then  process.

AK  would  like  to  have  another  state  to  test  with  when  they  are  ready  to  check  the  connectivity  in  production.

•  If  we  receive  an  NH  or  SD  for  a  non-active  title,  always  return  the  SD  with  the  error  "409:TITLE 
NOTON  FILE". 

•  If  we  receive  an  NC  or  NT  for  an  active  title,  always  return  the  message  with  the  error  "511:TITLE 
IS  ACTIVE,  UNDO  CSOT  INVALID". 

Is  there  not  an  error  code  specifically  for  NH/SD  when  the  title  being  requested  is  not-active?

I  can't  speak  to  dealer  plates,  but  I'll  try  to  briefly  explain  how  the  mapping  to  NMVTIS  title  status  works  to  the  best  of 
my  understanding. 

There  are  four  operations  typically  performed  that  produce  a  title  and/or  registration: 

•  "Title  &  Registration"  -  Issues  a  new  title  and  registration  for  a  vehicle. 

•  "Title  Only"  -  Issues  only  a  new  title  for  a  vehicle. 

•  "Duplicate  Title"  -  Does  not  issue  a  registration.  My  understanding  is  this  is  for  recovering  lost  or  damaged  titles. 

•  "No  Title  Issued"  -  Issues  only  a  registration  for  a  vehicle. 

On  a  vehicle's  database  entry,  we  track  which  of  these  functions  was  the  last  performed. 

A  single  vehicle  record  can  have  one  or  more  titles  record  associated  with  it.  Each  title  record  has  a  flag  called 
"ls_Current".  In  the  mainframe  system  this  was  called  "PROP-TITLE-CURRENT".  So,  the  status  of  a  single  title  can  either 
be  "current"  or  "not  current".  When  a  new  title  is  issued,  any  existing  title  marked  current  becomes  not  current.  The 
new  title  is  added  with  a  status  of  current.  The  only  typical  scenario  for  no  existing  title  to  be  marked  current  is  when 
another  state  performs  a  Change  State  of  Title.  If  Alaska  were  coming  online  with  NMVTIS  for  the  first  time,  I  can't  think 
of  a  typical  scenario  where  a  vehicle  in  the  Alaska  system  would've  been  issued  one  or  more  titles  without  one  of  those 
titles  (usually  the  latest)  being  current. 

If  any  title  for  a  vehicle  has  a  status  of  "current",  we  would  report  that  vehicle  to  NMVTIS  (when  appropriate  based  on 
body  style,  class,  model  year,  and  registration  status)  as  having  an  NMVTIS  title  status  of  "00  /  Active".  If  we  were 
somehow  prompted  to  provide  details  for  a  vehicle  with  one  or  more  titles,  of  which  none  are  "current",  we  would 
report  the  NMVTIS  title  status  as  "15  /  Inactive"  necessary.  If  no  title  has  ever  been  issued  for  a  vehicle,  that  would  map 
to  "99  /  Other".  I  do  find  the  mapping  of  "Title  &  Registration  -  History"  to  NMVTIS  title  status  of  "00  /  Active"  to  be 
odd. 

When  "Title  &  Registration"  or  "No  Title  Issued"  is  performed,  a  registration  with  an  expiration  date  is  issued  and 
associated  with  the  vehicle.  If  a  vehicle  has  a  registration  and  the  registration's  expiration  date  hasn't  passed,  the  vehicle 
is  considered  "not-expired".  Once  the  date  has  passed,  the  registration  is  expired.  Functionally,  I'm  not  sure  if  a 
distinction  needs  to  be  made  between  vehicles  with  expired  registration  and  vehicles  that  never  had  a  registration.  If  I 
had  to  guess,  I  would  assume  that  these  vehicles  would  be  considered  expired  for  the  purposes  of  excluding  1980  model 
year  vehicles  from  the  initial  load.  What  does  NMVTIS  expect  of  registration-less  records  in  that  scenario? 

I  hope  these  answers  help.  David  or  Patrick,  please  feel  free  to  correct  me  if  I'm  mistaken  on  any  of  these  accounts.

The  California  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  (DMV)  is  offering  limited  services  to 
residents  affected  by  the  wildfires  raging  across  the  state.  Fire  victims  who  need  to 
replace  lost  or  damaged  DMV-related  documents  can  do  so  free  of  charge  at 
assistance  centers  in  the  impacted  areas.  The  DMV  is  one  of  several  state 
agencies  working  together  to  provide  services  to  fire  victims.  Governor  Edmund  G. 
Brown  Jr.  this  week  issued  emergency  proclamations  authorizing  fee  and/or 
penalty  waivers  for  victims  of  wildfires  in  nine  counties,  allowing  them  to  replace  at 
no  cost  the  following  items  if  damaged  due  to  the  fires:  duplicate  driver  licenses, 
identification  cards,  vehicle  registration  and  title,  and  disabled  person  parking 
placards.

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  TRALA 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  its 
decision  to  grant  the  Truck  Renting  and  Leasing  Association  (TRALA)  a  limited 
exemption  from  the  requirement  to  use  an  electronic  logging  device  (ELD)  to 
record  the  driver's  hours-of-service  (HOS)  no  later  than  December  18,  2917.  This 
limited  exemption  provides  that  all  drivers  of  property-carrying  commercial  motor 
vehicles  (CMVs)  rented  for  8  days  or  less,  regardless  of  reason,  are  not  required 
to  use  an  ELD  in  the  vehicle.  While  operating  under  this  exemption,  drivers  will 
remain  subject  to  the  standard  HOS  limits,  maintain  a  paper  record  of  duty  status  if 
required,  and  maintain  a  copy  of  the  rental  agreement  on  the  vehicle.

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  TRALA 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  its 
decision  to  grant  the  Truck  Renting  and  Leasing  Association  (TRALA)  a  limited 
exemption  from  the  requirement  to  use  an  electronic  logging  device  (ELD)  to 
record  the  driver's  hours-of-service  (HOS)  no  later  than  December  18,  2917.  This 
limited  exemption  provides  that  all  drivers  of  property-carrying  commercial  motor 
vehicles  (CMVs)  rented  for  8  days  or  less,  regardless  of  reason,  are  not  required 
to  use  an  ELD  in  the  vehicle.

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  TRALA 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  its 
decision  to  grant  the  Truck  Renting  and  Leasing  Association  (TRALA)  a  limited 
exemption  from  the  requirement  to  use  an  electronic  logging  device  (ELD)  to 
record  the  driver's  hours-of-service  (HOS)  no  later  than  December  18,  2917.  This 
limited  exemption  provides  that  all  drivers  of  property-carrying  commercial  motor 
vehicles  (CMVs)  rented  for  8  days  or  less,  regardless  of  reason,  are  not  required 
to  use  an  ELD  in  the  vehicle.  While  operating  under  this  exemption,  drivers  will 
remain  subject  to  the  standard  HOS  limits,  maintain  a  paper  record  of  duty  status  if 
required,  and  maintain  a  copy  of  the  rental  agreement  on  the  vehicle.  The

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  TRALA 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  its 
decision  to  grant  the  Truck  Renting  and  Leasing  Association  (TRALA)  a  limited 
exemption  from  the  requirement  to  use  an  electronic  logging  device  (ELD)  to 
record  the  driver's  hours-of-service  (HOS)  no  later  than  December  18,  2917.  This 
limited  exemption  provides  that  all  drivers  of  property-carrying  commercial  motor 
vehicles  (CMVs)  rented  for  8  days  or  less,  regardless  of  reason,  are  not  required 
to  use  an  ELD  in  the  vehicle.

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  TRALA 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  its 
decision  to  grant  the  Truck  Renting  and  Leasing  Association  (TRALA)  a  limited 
exemption  from  the  requirement  to  use  an  electronic  logging  device  (ELD)  to 
record  the  driver's  hours-of-service  (HOS)  no  later  than  December  18,  2917. 
This  limited  exemption  provides  that  all  drivers  of  property-carrying  commercial 
motor  vehicles  (CMVs)  rented  for  8  days  or  less,  regardless  of  reason,  are  not 
required  to  use  an  ELD  in  the  vehicle.

The  exemption  is  applicable  for  five  years  from  October  1 1 , 2017 
through  October  1 1 , 2022.

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  TRALA 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  its 
decision  to  grant  the  Truck  Renting  and  Leasing  Association  (TRALA)  a  limited 
exemption  from  the  requirement  to  use  an  electronic  logging  device  (ELD)  to 
record  the  driver's  hours-of-service  (HOS)  no  later  than  December  18,  2917.  This 
limited  exemption  provides  that  all  drivers  of  property-carrying  commercial  motor 
vehicles  (CMVs)  rented  for  8  days  or  less,  regardless  of  reason,  are  not  required 
to  use  an  ELD  in  the  vehicle.

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  TRALA 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  its 
decision  to  grant  the  Truck  Renting  and  Leasing  Association  (TRALA)  a  limited 
exemption  from  the  requirement  to  use  an  electronic  logging  device  (ELD)  to 
record  the  driver's  hours-of-service  (HOS)  no  later  than  December  18,  2917.  This 
limited  exemption  provides  that  all  drivers  of  property-carrying  commercial  motor 
vehicles  (CMVs)  rented  for  8  days  or  less,  regardless  of  reason,  are  not  required 
to  use  an  ELD  in  the  vehicle.  While  operating  under  this  exemption,  drivers  will 
remain  subject  to  the  standard  HOS  limits,  maintain  a  paper  record  of  duty  status  if 
required,  and  maintain  a  copy  of  the  rental  agreement  on  the  vehicle.

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  TRALA 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  its 
decision  to  grant  the  Truck  Renting  and  Leasing  Association  (TRALA)  a  limited 
exemption  from  the  requirement  to  use  an  electronic  logging  device  (ELD)  to 
record  the  driver's  hours-of-service  (HOS)  no  later  than  December  18,  2917.  This 
limited  exemption  provides  that  all  drivers  of  property-carrying  commercial  motor 
vehicles  (CMVs)  rented  for  8  days  or  less,  regardless  of  reason,  are  not  required 
to  use  an  ELD  in  the  vehicle.  While  operating  under  this  exemption,  drivers  will 
remain  subject  to  the  standard  HOS  limits,  maintain  a  paper  record  of  duty  status  if 
required,  and  maintain  a  copy  of  the  rental  agreement  on  the  vehicle.  The 
exemption  is  applicable  for  five  years  from  October  11, 2017  through  October  11, 
2022.

Hello  Susan, 

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  regression  test  while  the  issues  with  batch  processing  are 
worked  out?  There's  no  difference  in  how  an  NH  or  NC  is  processed  once  it  successfully  makes  it  from  the  UNI 
tool  into  our  application.  We  have  tests  that  we'll  be  executing  during  the  regression  test  to  ensure  NH  and  NC 
are  working  independently  of  batch  processing.  We  can  either  ensure  that  the  relevant  records  continue  being 
available  on  our  end  throughout  the  regression  test,  or  recreate  the  records  if/when  batch  processing  is 
confirmed  to  be  working  (to  the  extent  that  messages  reach  our  application). 

In  the  absence  of  any  testing  to  perform  or  prepare  for,  there  is  nothing  I  can  do  to  progress  these  tasks 
towards  completion.

Let  me  start  by  sending  thoughts  and  prayers  to  our  colleagues  in  jurisdictions  struggling  with  the  impacts  of  life- 
threatening  weather  -  the  US  Virgin  Islands,  Texas,  Puerto  Rico  and  Florida.  I  know  many  readers  are  sending  assistance 
to  those  in  need  and  for  affected,  let  us  know  of  other  ways  we  can  help. 

I  want  to  also  update  you  on  a  few  resources  and  information  needs: 

Flood-damaged  Vehicles 

In  the  wake  of  devastating  hurricanes  our  Chair  Kurt  Myers  this  week  kicked  off  a  press  conference  with  his  insurance 
agency  colleague  to  alert  consumers  in  Pennsylvania  to  flood-damaged  vehicles  permeating  the  used  vehicle  market.  A 
link  to  PA's  press  release  can  be  found  here.  Also,  AAMVA  has  created  a  Fact  Sheet  with  information  on  handling  flood- 
damaged  vehicles.  As  a  result  of  the  flooding  associated  with  hurricanes  and  other  severe  storms,  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  vehicles  sustain  severe  water  damage  in  each  weather  event.  Such  water  damage  can  make  a  vehicle's 
electrical  system,  including  airbag  sensors,  prone  to  failure.  Following  each  hurricane,  many  states  see  flood-damaged 
vehicles  enter  their  used  vehicle  markets  for  sale,  titling,  or  registration. 

Committee  &  Working  Group  Opportunities

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  regression  test  while  the  issues  with  batch  processing  are 
worked  out?  There's  no  difference  in  how  an  NH  or  NC  is  processed  once  it  successfully  makes  it  from  the  UNI 
tool  into  our  application.  We  have  tests  that  we'll  be  executing  during  the  regression  test  to  ensure  NH  and  NC 
are  working  independently  of  batch  processing.  We  can  either  ensure  that  the  relevant  records  continue  being 
available  on  our  end  throughout  the  regression  test,  or  recreate  the  records  if/when  batch  processing  is 
confirmed  to  be  working  (to  the  extent  that  messages  reach  our  application).

Hello  Mina, 

The  act  of  processing  a  batch  file  is  straightforward  but  can't  be  done  through  the  UNI  web  service  front-end. 
There  is  a  designated  folder  on  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  services  that  batch  files  can  be  dropped 
into  once  retrieved  from  the  FTP  server.  There  are  also  settings  that  seemingly  can't  be  changed  through  the 
web  service  and  require  access  to  the  UNI  web  service  installation  directory.  Nobody  at  Resource  Data  has 
access  to  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  service,  my  understanding  is  that  this  is  due  to  its  planned 
usage  as  a  production  machine. 

Last  week,  Dave  tested  batch  processing  by  putting  the  file  into  the  designated  folder.  The  messages  showed 
up  in  the  UNI  message  log,  but  were  not  received  by  the  application.  Error  logs  from  the  UNI  web  service  tool 
seem  to  indicate  that  this  is  a  UNI  web  service  configuration  issue.  We  attempted  a  few  configuration  changes 
but  none  to  seemed  to  work.  Sathish  from  AAMVA  has  been  looking  into  the  issue  to  come  up  with 
other  potential  solutions,  but  was  unavailable  yesterday.  Sathish  indicated  he  would  be  available  to  meet 
today.  Dave  explained  in  our  meeting  last  week  that  he  has  limited  availability,  but  said  that  he  would  try  to 
make  himself  available  outside  of  his  normal  hours  as  needed  when  possible.  I  was  asking  Sathish's 
precise  availability  today  so  that  I  could  check  if  any  times  worked  for  Dave.  However,  the  e-mail  I  received 
while  writing  this  one  seems  to  indicate  they  do  not  have  a  solution  to  test  yet  but  that  finding  a  solution  is 
highly  prioritized  on  their  end. 

The  current  issue  is  not  with  our  NMVTIS  implementation  itself.  Messages  received  from  NMVTIS  normally  are 
successfully  forwarded  to  the  application,  and  presumed  to  be  handled  appropriately  as  per  the  81  other 
now  successful  test  cases.  The  messages  in  the  batch  file  are  not  of  a  new  type  or  meaningfully  different  from 
equivalent  messages  received  in  other  test  cases.  As  such,  I  proposed  moving  on  with  regression  testing  while 
this  NMVTIS  irrelevant  issue  is  resolved.  If  we  were  to  do  so,  the  regression  test  would  need  to  be  repeated  if 
issues  were  discovered  once  the  batch  messages  were  successfully.  Perhaps  Susan  and  I  could  test 
receiving  the  messages  from  the  batch  file  normally  to  allow  us  to  move  on  while  mitigating  that  risk. 

Hope  that  brings  you  up  to  speed.

We  just 
discussed  this  in  a  meeting  and  we  are  getting  extremely  nervous  about  how  long  the  NMVTIS  testing  is  taking  -  I  had 
expected  by  now  we  would  be  halfway  through  regression  testing  and  it  is  distressing  that  we're  still  talking  about  this 
initial  load.  We  must  make  sure  that  round  1  of  the  test  is  complete  and  regression  testing  is  begun  before  the  end  of 
this  week.  We  must  be  complete  in  2  weeks  at  the  most.  We  are  going  live  in  6  weeks,  and  will  need  dedicated  AAMVA 
testers  giving  us  quick  turnaround  in  order  to  get  this  complete  in  the  next  couple  weeks.  If  this  is  an  issue  with  staffing 
please  let  me  know. 

I  propose  to  save  time  that  we  do  our  regression  test  in  AK  rather  than  Al  to  avoid  the  additional  smoke  test.  Susan,  is 
this  possible?  If  not,  we  may  have  to  skip  the  AK  smoke  test  as  you  originally  thought.

The  act  of  processing  a  batch  file  is  straightforward  but  can't  be  done  through  the  UNI  web  service  front-end. 
There  is  a  designated  folder  on  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  services  that  batch  files  can  be  dropped 
into  once  retrieved  from  the  FTP  server.  There  are  also  settings  that  seemingly  can't  be  changed  through  the 
web  service  and  require  access  to  the  UNI  web  service  installation  directory.  Nobody  at  Resource  Data  has 
access  to  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  service,  my  understanding  is  that  this  is  due  to  its  planned 
usage  as  a  production  machine. 

Last  week,  Dave  tested  batch  processing  by  putting  the  file  into  the  designated  folder.  The  messages  showed 
up  in  the  UNI  message  log,  but  were  not  received  by  the  application.  Error  logs  from  the  UNI  web  service  tool 
seem  to  indicate  that  this  is  a  UNI  web  service  configuration  issue.  We  attempted  a  few  configuration  changes 
but  none  to  seemed  to  work.  Sathish  from  AAMVA  has  been  looking  into  the  issue  to  come  up  with 
other  potential  solutions,  but  was  unavailable  yesterday.  Sathish  indicated  he  would  be  available  to  meet 
today.  Dave  explained  in  our  meeting  last  week  that  he  has  limited  availability,  but  said  that  he  would  try  to 
make  himself  available  outside  of  his  normal  hours  as  needed  when  possible.  I  was  asking  Sathish's 
precise  availability  today  so  that  I  could  check  if  any  times  worked  for  Dave.  However,  the  e-mail  I  received 
while  writing  this  one  seems  to  indicate  they  do  not  have  a  solution  to  test  yet  but  that  finding  a  solution  is 
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highly  prioritized  on  their  end. 


The  current  issue  is  not  with  our  NMVTIS  implementation  itself.  Messages  received  from  NMVTIS  normally  are 
successfully  forwarded  to  the  application,  and  presumed  to  be  handled  appropriately  as  per  the  81  other 
now  successful  test  cases.  The  messages  in  the  batch  file  are  not  of  a  new  type  or  meaningfully  different  from 
equivalent  messages  received  in  other  test  cases.  As  such,  I  proposed  moving  on  with  regression  testing  while 
this  NMVTIS  irrelevant  issue  is  resolved.  If  we  were  to  do  so,  the  regression  test  would  need  to  be  repeated  if 
issues  were  discovered  once  the  batch  messages  were  successfully.  Perhaps  Susan  and  I  could  test 
receiving  the  messages  from  the  batch  file  normally  to  allow  us  to  move  on  while  mitigating  that  risk. 

Hope  that  brings  you  up  to  speed.

Ian  Grossman.  AAMVA  -  No  movement  on  the  Autonomous  Vehicle  bill  (See  below) 

United  States  Senate  Introduces  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  has  introduced  its  autonomous  vehicles  legislation,  entitled  the 
"American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of  Revolutionary  Technologies 
(AV  START)"  Act  (S.  1885). 


The  most  important  provisions  of  the  AV  START  Act  preempt  state  and  local  authority  as 
detailed  in  Section  3.  Upon  introduction,  the  Senate  has  decided  to  replace  its  initial  discussion 
draft  preemption  language  with  the  House's  preemption  language.  The  House  language  left  a 
state's  authority  over  the  operational  safety  of  autonomous  vehicles  unclear.  That  language 
states  that: 

"No  State,  political  subdivision  of  a  State  may  adopt,  maintain,  enforce,  prescribe,  or  continue  in 
effect  any  law  or  regulation  regarding  the  design,  construction,  or  performance  of  highly 
automated  vehicles,  automated  driving  systems,  or  components  of  automated  driving  systems 
unless  such  law  or  regulation  is  identical  to  a  standard  prescribed  under  this  chapter." 

At  issue  is  how  this  language  affects  regulation  of  the  operational  driving  task,  and  whether 
states  are  precluded  from  regulating  the  operational  safety  of  the  vehicles  in  general. 

Additional  language  in  the  Rule  of  Construction  intends  to  preserve  state  authority,  but  may 
actually  confuse  rather  than  clarify  a  state's  role.  That  language  states: 

"Rule  of  Construction  -  Nothing  in  this  subsection  may  be  construed  to  prohibit  a  State  or 
political  subdivision  of  a  State  from  maintaining,  enforcing,  prescribing,  or  continuing  in  effect 
any  law  or  regulation  regarding  registration,  licensing,  driving  education  and  training,  insurance, 
law  enforcement,  crash  investigations,  safety  and  emissions  inspections,  congestion 
management  of  vehicles  on  the  street  within  a  State  or  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  or  traffic 
unless  the  law  or  regulation  is  an  unreasonable  restriction  on  the  design,  construction,  or 
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performance  of  highly  automated  vehicles,  automated  driving  systems,  or  components  of 
automated  driving  systems." 

This  language  could  be  considered  at  odds  with  the  preemptive  language  as  to  what  constitutes 
"an  unreasonable  restriction  on  the  design,  construction,  or  performance  of  highly  automated 
vehicles,  automated  driving  systems,  or  components  of  automated  driving  systems"  given  that 
these  components  of  the  vehicle  will  be  responsible  for  navigating  the  entire  dynamic  driving 
task. 

The  AV  START  Act's  definition  of  a  "Highly  Automated  Vehicle"  currently  caps  the  gross  vehicle 
weight  at  10,000  pounds  or  less.  That  language  would  currently  exclude  commercial  motor 
vehicles  as  applicable  to  the  AV  START  Act.  The  House  passed  bill  also  excluded  consideration 
of  commercial  vehicles. 

Section  3(b)  includes  provisions  regarding  licensing,  specifically  that  "a  state  may  not  issue  a 
motor  vehicle  operator's  license  for  the  operation  or  use  of  a  dedicated  highly  automated  vehicle 
in  a  manner  that  discriminates  on  the  basis  of  disability."  AAMVA  mentions  this  because  it 
directly  references  the  licensing  functions  its  members  are  responsible  for.  Further,  the 
language  conveys  that  licensing  for  dedicated  (SAE  levels  4  and  5)  highly  autonomous  vehicles 
may  require  different  considerations  regarding  medical  fitness  than  current  licensing  practice. 

Section  6  of  the  AV  START  Act  includes  numerous  provisions  regarding  exceptions  to 
applicable  federal  motor  vehicle  safety  standards  if  the  vehicle  "includes  any  feature  that 
enables  a  highly  automated  vehicle  or  an  automated  driving  system,  regardless  of  whether  an 
exemption  has  already  been  granted  for  a  similar  feature  on  another  model  or  models."  For 
highly  automated  vehicles,  the  Secretary  may  grant  exemptions  of  up  to  50,000  vehicles  to  be 
sold  or  introduced  into  interstate  commerce  in  the  12-month  period  following  enactment,  75,000 
vehicles  in  the  year  following,  and  100,000  vehicles  in  any  year  following. 

Section  9  details  requirements  for  the  submission  of  a  mandatory  safety  evaluation  report  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Transportation. 

Section  10  establishes  a  Highly  Automated  Vehicles  Technical  Safety  Committee.  Membership 
in  this  Committee  includes  consideration  of  "state  and  local  government  organizations  directly  or 
indirectly  impacted  by  NHTSA  regulations."  Membership  on  the  Committee  is  especially 
important  as  the  recommendations  from  the  Committee  may  establish  the  foundation  for  future 
autonomous  vehicles  regulations.  However,  given  that  the  legislation  caps  representation  at  15 
voting  members,  inclusion  of  all  listed  interests  will  be  competitive. 

The  Senate  Commerce  Committee  will  mark  up  the  AV  START  Act  at  its  next  markup 
scheduled  for  October  4th.  AAMVA  continues  to  work  in  concert  with  the  National  Governors 
Association  (NGA),  the  National  Conference  of  State  Legislatures  (NCSL),  the  American 
Association  of  State  and  Highway  Transportation  Officials  (AASHTO)  and  the  Governors 
Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  on  this  important  issue. 

Alberta  -  New  Driver  License  in  May  2018  with  ability  to  include  Gender  X.  Cross  government 
committee  is  currently  discussing  Gender  X  and  birth  certificates.  Continuing  modernization 
efforts  for  DL  and  working  through  resource  needs  currently  for  both  the  vendor  and  Alberta. 

The  topic  of  refugees  is  a  current  topic.  Edmonton  had  terrorist  event  (day  before  Vegas).  See

British  Columbia  -  Undergoing  a  Government  review  and  should  wrap  up  with  an 
announcement  in  a  couple  months.  Anticipate  mostly  focused  on  the  insurance  side  of  things. 
CCMTAfall  meetings  next  week  including  focus  on  THC.  The  meeting  will  include  a  tour  of  a 
cannabis  facility.  THC  anticipated  in  July  2018  to  be  legal.  British  Columbia  had  on  highway  first 
public  road  test  for  AV  October  12. 

Montana  -  MVD  Express  public  private  partnership  launching  today  and  see  what  can  be 
expanded  to  next.  Dealer  title  only  is  the  first  service.  Real  ID,  in  a  holding  pattern,  currently 
waiting  for  extension.  Budget  crisis  currently  and  waiting  to  see  what  the  final  decisions  and 
impacts  are.  Looking  like  a  special  session  may  occur.  Currently  training  the  counties  and  staff 
for  annual  training.  This  is  the  first  year  to  be  able  to  train  all  employees  with  new  topics  in 
addition  to  the  basic  training  previously  offered. 


Colorado  -  Mike  reiterated  the  value  of  attending  the  new  Administrator  orientation.  Thank  you 
AAMVA  for  the  additional  time  to  respond  to  the  cloud  services  survey.  DRIVES  project  (Title  & 
Registration)  is  the  primary  focus  now.  Humvee  is  topic  of  the  day  but  wants  a  task  force  to 
tackle  this  issue  statewide.  Currently,  the  DMV  has  stopped  registration  for  on  road  usage. 

Arizona  -  Lt.  Col.  Wayde  Webb  said  his  first  interaction  with  AAMVA  was  really  good  and 
reiterated  the  partnership  and  warm  welcome  experienced  at  the  Chief  Administrator  meeting. 
The  meeting  was  very  beneficial  and  looking  forward  to  other  partnerships. 

Eric  shared  they  are  working  on  the  mDL  plan  for  next  year.  Currently  discussing  how  would  a 
full  traffic  stop  work  with  mDL  and  hopefully  get  to  a  demonstration  phase. 

Alaska  -  Dec  4th  moving  off  the  main  frame  and  upgrading  with  focus  on  no  customer  impact. 
Insurance  verification  RFP  currently  out. 

California  -  Jan  22,  2018  implementing  Real  ID.  Have  not  heard  back  from  DHS  yet  and  also  in 
a  holding  pattern.  Autonomous  vehicle  regulation  out  for  comment  and  closes  10/25.  The  goal  is 
to  have  regulations  in  effect  by  end  of  year.  More  recent  focus  has  been  dealing  with  fires  in  CA. 
Thank  you  to  every  Region  4  state  who  have  been  great  at  sending  resources  to  help  fight  fires. 
Local  assistance  centers  are  open  and  helping  citizens.  SC,  NY  and  FL  are  even  sending 
resources.  Debris  removal  and  assisting  folks  to  get  back  in  housing,  and  find  jobs  (Hilton 
burned  down)  Is  now  the  focus. 

Chief  Falat  -  Also  wanted  to  say  thank  you  to  everyone  and  appreciate  all  resources  sent  from 
neighboring  states.  Fires  have  been  the  primary  focus  for  the  last  few  weeks. 
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Oregon  -  Funding  package  passed  in  July  which  included  Title  &  Registration  fees.  Oregon 
now  has  a  privilege  tax  and  the  bill  included  an  allowance  to  increase  taxes  in  the  future. 
Currently  In  a  holding  pattern  as  well  for  Real  ID.  Law  says  July  2020  but  may  look  at  possibility 
to  roll  out  faster  if  ready.  First  roll  out  with  FAST  to  go  live  Jan  2019.  Staff  feedback  very 
positive  after  seeing  the  demo  and  now  there’s  lots  of  change  management  under  way.  Oregon 
had  on  road  truck  automated  testing  with  Daimler  in  Oregon. 

Hawaii  -  Lito  Vila  -  Self  Service  Terminal  RFP  closed  10/13  so  will  be  moving  forward  to 
implement  self-service  terminals  soon.  Implementing  auto  cycles  in  January  2018.  Discussing 
the  addition  of  the  star  on  the  DL  currently. 

Chase  Masuda  -  Impressed  with  Chief  Administrator  meeting  and  enjoyed  meeting  with  the 
group.  The  group  was  very  helpful  and  knowledgeable.  Hawaii  is  Real  ID  certified  and  waiting 
on  recertification.  Should  be  ready  by  the  end  of  the  year  for  remaining  components  needed. 

Washington  -  Jason  Berry  shared  that  Randy  Drake  is  chair  of  human  trafficking  committee 
sponsored  by  Association  of  State  Criminal  Investigating  Agencies  (ASCIA)  which  is  a  Section 
within  the  Division  of  State  &  Provincial  Police  at  the  IACP.  WSP  has  had  their  2nd  Narcon  save 
at  a  ferry  terminal  recently.  Unanticipated  impacts  of  THC  legalization  include  the  impact  to  the 
toxicology  lab.  The  impact  has  added  1000  cases  every  year  since  legalization  of  THC  in  WA. 
Cases  began  at  1 1k  and  now  16k  this  year  is  projected.  Additionally  have  seen  an  Increase  in 
poly  (drug  and  alcohol)  usage.  WSP  launching  new  website  this  month.  Jason  provided  the 
email  regarding  Western  States  CMV  Safety  and  CDL  Compliance  that  was  received  by  several 
Region  4  jurisdictions.  Copied  below: 

Greetings  - 

We  are  working  with  Mike  Loose  with  the  FMCSA  CDL  Division  on  a  project  to  improve  commercial 
vehicle,  driver,  and  carrier  safety  and  CDL  compliance.  The  focus  of  this  effort  is  on  the  Western  States, 
and  will  be  accomplished  through  two  strategies. 

1.  To  document  and  share  best  practices  of  university  partnerships  with  State  law  enforcement 
and  driver  licensing  agencies  to  improve  CMV  safety  and/or  CDL  compliance. 

2.  To  hold  a  CMV  Safety  and  CDL  Compliance  Summit  to  bring  together  State  law  enforcement, 
driver  licensing  agency,  and  university  representatives  throughout  the  Western  States  to  share 
information  regarding  existing  partnerships/projects  to  improve  CMV  Safety  and/or  CDL 
Compliance;  and/or  to  learn  more  about  establishing  partnerships.

2.  What  are  the  main  issues  you  experience  in  your  State,  or  the  main  topics  of  interest  that  you 
would  like  to  see  discussed  at  a  CMV  Safety  and  CDL  Compliance  Summit?  What  are  your 
persistent  CMV  Safety  and/or  CDL  Compliance  issues? 
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3.  Does  your  State  have  any  best  practices  or  innovative  approaches  for  CDL  processes  or 
improving  CMV  safety  that  you  would  be  willing  to  share  with  other  States? 
a.  If  so,  please  provide  further  information  regarding  these. 

We  are  just  in  the  planning  stages  for  the  Western  States  CMV  Safety  and  CDL  Compliance  Summit,  but 
anticipate  it  will  be  held  next  fall  (October  or  November  2018)  in  the  Denver,  Colorado  downtown  area.

Hello  Mina, 

The  act  of  processing  a  batch  file  is  straightforward  but  can't  be  done  through  the  UNI  web  service  front-end. 
There  is  a  designated  folder  on  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  services  that  batch  files  can  be  dropped 
into  once  retrieved  from  the  FTP  server.  There  are  also  settings  that  seemingly  can't  be  changed  through  the 
web  service  and  require  access  to  the  UNI  web  service  installation  directory.  Nobody  at  Resource  Data  has 
access  to  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  service,  my  understanding  is  that  this  is  due  to  its  planned 
usage  as  a  production  machine. 

Last  week,  Dave  tested  batch  processing  by  putting  the  file  into  the  designated  folder.  The  messages  showed 
up  in  the  UNI  message  log,  but  were  not  received  by  the  application.  Error  logs  from  the  UNI  web  service  tool 
seem  to  indicate  that  this  is  a  UNI  web  service  configuration  issue.  We  attempted  a  few  configuration  changes 
but  none  to  seemed  to  work.  Sathish  from  AAMVA  has  been  looking  into  the  issue  to  come  up  with 
other  potential  solutions,  but  was  unavailable  yesterday.  Sathish  indicated  he  would  be  available  to  meet 
today.  Dave  explained  in  our  meeting  last  week  that  he  has  limited  availability,  but  said  that  he  would  try  to 
make  himself  available  outside  of  his  normal  hours  as  needed  when  possible.  I  was  asking  Sathish's 
precise  availability  today  so  that  I  could  check  if  any  times  worked  for  Dave.  However,  the  e-mail  I  received 
while  writing  this  one  seems  to  indicate  they  do  not  have  a  solution  to  test  yet  but  that  finding  a  solution  is 
highly  prioritized  on  their  end. 

The  current  issue  is  not  with  our  NMVTIS  implementation  itself.  Messages  received  from  NMVTIS  normally  are 
successfully  forwarded  to  the  application,  and  presumed  to  be  handled  appropriately  as  per  the  81  other 
now  successful  test  cases.  The  messages  in  the  batch  file  are  not  of  a  new  type  or  meaningfully  different  from 
equivalent  messages  received  in  other  test  cases.  As  such,  I  proposed  moving  on  with  regression  testing  while 
this  NMVTIS  irrelevant  issue  is  resolved.  If  we  were  to  do  so,  the  regression  test  would  need  to  be  repeated  if 
issues  were  discovered  once  the  batch  messages  were  successfully.  Perhaps  Susan  and  I  could  test 
receiving  the  messages  from  the  batch  file  normally  to  allow  us  to  move  on  while  mitigating  that  risk. 

Hope  that  brings  you  up  to  speed.

Hello  Susan, 

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  regression  test  while  the  issues  with  batch  processing  are 
worked  out?  There's  no  difference  in  how  an  NH  or  NC  is  processed  once  it  successfully  makes  it  from  the  UNI 
tool  into  our  application.  We  have  tests  that  we'll  be  executing  during  the  regression  test  to  ensure  NH  and  NC 
are  working  independently  of  batch  processing.  We  can  either  ensure  that  the  relevant  records  continue  being 
available  on  our  end  throughout  the  regression  test,  or  recreate  the  records  if/when  batch  processing  is 
confirmed  to  be  working  (to  the  extent  that  messages  reach  our  application).

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The  act  of  processing  a  batch  file  is  straightforward  but  can't  be  done  through  the  UNI  web  service  front-end. 
There  is  a  designated  folder  on  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  services  that  batch  files  can  be  dropped 
into  once  retrieved  from  the  FTP  server.  There  are  also  settings  that  seemingly  can't  be  changed  through  the 
web  service  and  require  access  to  the  UNI  web  service  installation  directory.  Nobody  at  Resource  Data  has 
access  to  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  service,  my  understanding  is  that  this  is  due  to  its  planned 
usage  as  a  production  machine. 

Last  week,  Dave  tested  batch  processing  by  putting  the  file  into  the  designated  folder.  The  messages  showed 
up  in  the  UNI  message  log,  but  were  not  received  by  the  application.  Error  logs  from  the  UNI  web  service  tool 
seem  to  indicate  that  this  is  a  UNI  web  service  configuration  issue.  We  attempted  a  few  configuration  changes 
but  none  to  seemed  to  work.  Sathish  from  AAMVA  has  been  looking  into  the  issue  to  come  up  with 
other  potential  solutions,  but  was  unavailable  yesterday.  Sathish  indicated  he  would  be  available  to  meet 
today.  Dave  explained  in  our  meeting  last  week  that  he  has  limited  availability,  but  said  that  he  would  try  to 
make  himself  available  outside  of  his  normal  hours  as  needed  when  possible.  I  was  asking  Sathish's 
precise  availability  today  so  that  I  could  check  if  any  times  worked  for  Dave.  However,  the  e-mail  I  received 
while  writing  this  one  seems  to  indicate  they  do  not  have  a  solution  to  test  yet  but  that  finding  a  solution  is 
highly  prioritized  on  their  end. 

The  current  issue  is  not  with  our  NMVTIS  implementation  itself.  Messages  received  from  NMVTIS  normally  are 
successfully  forwarded  to  the  application,  and  presumed  to  be  handled  appropriately  as  per  the  81  other 
now  successful  test  cases.  The  messages  in  the  batch  file  are  not  of  a  new  type  or  meaningfully  different  from 
equivalent  messages  received  in  other  test  cases.  As  such,  I  proposed  moving  on  with  regression  testing  while 
this  NMVTIS  irrelevant  issue  is  resolved.  If  we  were  to  do  so,  the  regression  test  would  need  to  be  repeated  if 
issues  were  discovered  once  the  batch  messages  were  successfully.  Perhaps  Susan  and  I  could  test 
receiving  the  messages  from  the  batch  file  normally  to  allow  us  to  move  on  while  mitigating  that  risk. 

Hope  that  brings  you  up  to  speed.

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  regression  test  while  the  issues  with  batch  processing  are 
worked  out?  There's  no  difference  in  how  an  NH  or  NC  is  processed  once  it  successfully  makes  it  from  the  UNI 
tool  into  our  application.  We  have  tests  that  we'll  be  executing  during  the  regression  test  to  ensure  NH  and  NC 
are  working  independently  of  batch  processing.  We  can  either  ensure  that  the  relevant  records  continue  being 
available  on  our  end  throughout  the  regression  test,  or  recreate  the  records  if/when  batch  processing  is 
confirmed  to  be  working  (to  the  extent  that  messages  reach  our  application).

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Online  Scenario  testing  status.  83  total  online  scenario  testing  cases: 

Current  Status:  82  Test  Cases  have  passed,  0  Test  Cases  are  in  failed  status,  none  are  with  AAMVA  to  be 
validated  and  1  has  not  been  executed. _ 

AK  has  set  an  implementation  date  of  12/4/17.  Susan  will  have  the  AAMVA  production  calendar  updated. 

Setup  for  AK  to  access  the  AAMVA  file  transfer  server  is  complete.  AK  will  need  to  ensure  the  connectivity  is 
working  for  all  environments.  This  is  pending  Dave  Monroe  who  is  only  available  part-time.  AK  plans  to  meet 
tomorrow  on  this. _ 

The  last  test  case  involves  processing  an  N  Message  batch  file  using  UNI.  Susan  created  the  file  that  will  be 
used  in  the  testing  and  it  has  been  placed  on  the  FTP  server  ready  for  AK  to  pick  up  and  then  process.  Susan 
also  sent  the  file  via  email  so  that  the  file  transfer  connectivity  does  not  hold  up  the  testing.  There  was  an  issue 
in  getting  the  file  to  process  which  the  AAMVA  UNI  Helpdesk  is  addressing.

The  act  of  processing  a  batch  file  is  straightforward  but  can't  be  done  through  the  UNI  web  service  front-end. 
There  is  a  designated  folder  on  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  services  that  batch  files  can  be  dropped 
into  once  retrieved  from  the  FTP  server.  There  are  also  settings  that  seemingly  can't  be  changed  through  the 
web  service  and  require  access  to  the  UNI  web  service  installation  directory.  Nobody  at  Resource  Data  has 
access  to  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  service,  my  understanding  is  that  this  is  due  to  its  planned 
usage  as  a  production  machine. 

Last  week,  Dave  tested  batch  processing  by  putting  the  file  into  the  designated  folder.  The  messages  showed 
up  in  the  UNI  message  log,  but  were  not  received  by  the  application.  Error  logs  from  the  UNI  web  service  tool 
seem  to  indicate  that  this  is  a  UNI  web  service  configuration  issue.  We  attempted  a  few  configuration  changes 
but  none  to  seemed  to  work.  Sathish  from  AAMVA  has  been  looking  into  the  issue  to  come  up  with 
other  potential  solutions,  but  was  unavailable  yesterday.  Sathish  indicated  he  would  be  available  to  meet 
today.  Dave  explained  in  our  meeting  last  week  that  he  has  limited  availability,  but  said  that  he  would  try  to 
make  himself  available  outside  of  his  normal  hours  as  needed  when  possible.  I  was  asking  Sathish's 
precise  availability  today  so  that  I  could  check  if  any  times  worked  for  Dave.  However,  the  e-mail  I  received 
while  writing  this  one  seems  to  indicate  they  do  not  have  a  solution  to  test  yet  but  that  finding  a  solution  is 
highly  prioritized  on  their  end. 

The  current  issue  is  not  with  our  NMVTIS  implementation  itself.  Messages  received  from  NMVTIS  normally  are 
successfully  forwarded  to  the  application,  and  presumed  to  be  handled  appropriately  as  per  the  81  other 
now  successful  test  cases.  The  messages  in  the  batch  file  are  not  of  a  new  type  or  meaningfully  different  from 
equivalent  messages  received  in  other  test  cases.  As  such,  I  proposed  moving  on  with  regression  testing  while 
this  NMVTIS  irrelevant  issue  is  resolved.  If  we  were  to  do  so,  the  regression  test  would  need  to  be  repeated  if 
issues  were  discovered  once  the  batch  messages  were  successfully.  Perhaps  Susan  and  I  could  test 
receiving  the  messages  from  the  batch  file  normally  to  allow  us  to  move  on  while  mitigating  that  risk.

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing.

The  other  database  we  created  yesterday  is  going  to  be  dedicated  to  the  initial  load.  Where  possible  we're 
making  use  of  migrated  records  and  we  should  ultimately  be  able  to  prune  all  unrelated  records  from  this 
database  such  that  only  the  test  relevant  records  remain.  I'm  currently  working  on  creating  records  for  the 
test  cases  that  don't  have  an  applicable  existing  record.

The  act  of  processing  a  batch  file  is  straightforward  but  can't  be  done  through  the  UNI  web  service  front-end. 
There  is  a  designated  folder  on  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  services  that  batch  files  can  be  dropped 
into  once  retrieved  from  the  FTP  server.  There  are  also  settings  that  seemingly  can't  be  changed  through  the 
web  service  and  require  access  to  the  UNI  web  service  installation  directory.  Nobody  at  Resource  Data  has 
access  to  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  service,  my  understanding  is  that  this  is  due  to  its  planned 
usage  as  a  production  machine. 

Last  week,  Dave  tested  batch  processing  by  putting  the  file  into  the  designated  folder.  The  messages  showed 
up  in  the  UNI  message  log,  but  were  not  received  by  the  application.  Error  logs  from  the  UNI  web  service  tool 
seem  to  indicate  that  this  is  a  UNI  web  service  configuration  issue.  We  attempted  a  few  configuration  changes 
but  none  to  seemed  to  work.  Sathish  from  AAMVA  has  been  looking  into  the  issue  to  come  up  with

other  potential  solutions,  but  was  unavailable  yesterday.  Sathish  indicated  he  would  be  available  to  meet 
today.  Dave  explained  in  our  meeting  last  week  that  he  has  limited  availability,  but  said  that  he  would  try  to 
make  himself  available  outside  of  his  normal  hours  as  needed  when  possible.  I  was  asking  Sathish's 
precise  availability  today  so  that  I  could  check  if  any  times  worked  for  Dave.  However,  the  e-mail  I  received 
while  writing  this  one  seems  to  indicate  they  do  not  have  a  solution  to  test  yet  but  that  finding  a  solution  is 
highly  prioritized  on  their  end. 

The  current  issue  is  not  with  our  NMVTIS  implementation  itself.  Messages  received  from  NMVTIS  normally  are 
successfully  forwarded  to  the  application,  and  presumed  to  be  handled  appropriately  as  per  the  81  other 
now  successful  test  cases.  The  messages  in  the  batch  file  are  not  of  a  new  type  or  meaningfully  different  from 
equivalent  messages  received  in  other  test  cases.  As  such,  I  proposed  moving  on  with  regression  testing  while 
this  NMVTIS  irrelevant  issue  is  resolved.  If  we  were  to  do  so,  the  regression  test  would  need  to  be  repeated  if 
issues  were  discovered  once  the  batch  messages  were  successfully.  Perhaps  Susan  and  I  could  test 
receiving  the  messages  from  the  batch  file  normally  to  allow  us  to  move  on  while  mitigating  that  risk. 

Hope  that  brings  you  up  to  speed.

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  regression  test  while  the  issues  with  batch  processing  are 
worked  out?  There's  no  difference  in  how  an  NH  or  NC  is  processed  once  it  successfully  makes  it  from  the  UNI 
tool  into  our  application.  We  have  tests  that  we'll  be  executing  during  the  regression  test  to  ensure  NH  and  NC 
are  working  independently  of  batch  processing.

Hello  Mina, 


The  act  of  processing  a  batch  file  is  straightforward  but  can’t  be  done  through  the  UNI  web  service  front-end. 
There  is  a  designated  folder  on  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  services  that  batch  files  can  be  dropped 
into  once  retrieved  from  the  FTP  server.  There  are  also  settings  that  seemingly  can’t  be  changed  through  the 
web  service  and  require  access  to  the  UNI  web  service  installation  directory.  Nobody  at  Resource  Data  has 
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access  to  the  machine  that  hosts  the  UNI  web  service,  my  understanding  is  that  this  is  due  to  its  planned 
usage  as  a  production  machine. 


Last  week,  Dave  tested  batch  processing  by  putting  the  file  into  the  designated  folder.  The  messages  showed 
up  in  the  UNI  message  log,  but  were  not  received  by  the  application.  Error  logs  from  the  UNI  web  service  tool 
seem  to  indicate  that  this  is  a  UNI  web  service  configuration  issue.  We  attempted  a  few  configuration  changes 
but  none  to  seemed  to  work.  Sathish  from  AAMVA  has  been  looking  into  the  issue  to  come  up  with 
other  potential  solutions,  but  was  unavailable  yesterday.  Sathish  indicated  he  would  be  available  to  meet 
today.  Dave  explained  in  our  meeting  last  week  that  he  has  limited  availability,  but  said  that  he  would  try  to 
make  himself  available  outside  of  his  normal  hours  as  needed  when  possible.  I  was  asking  Sathish's 
precise  availability  today  so  that  I  could  check  if  any  times  worked  for  Dave.  However,  the  e-mail  I  received 
while  writing  this  one  seems  to  indicate  they  do  not  have  a  solution  to  test  yet  but  that  finding  a  solution  is 
highly  prioritized  on  their  end. 

The  current  issue  is  not  with  our  NMVTIS  implementation  itself.  Messages  received  from  NMVTIS  normally  are 
successfully  forwarded  to  the  application,  and  presumed  to  be  handled  appropriately  as  per  the  81  other 
now  successful  test  cases.  The  messages  in  the  batch  file  are  not  of  a  new  type  or  meaningfully  different  from 
equivalent  messages  received  in  other  test  cases.  As  such,  I  proposed  moving  on  with  regression  testing  while 
this  NMVTIS  irrelevant  issue  is  resolved.  If  we  were  to  do  so,  the  regression  test  would  need  to  be  repeated  if 
issues  were  discovered  once  the  batch  messages  were  successfully.  Perhaps  Susan  and  I  could  test 
receiving  the  messages  from  the  batch  file  normally  to  allow  us  to  move  on  while  mitigating  that  risk. 

Hope  that  brings  you  up  to  speed.

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  regression  test  while  the  issues  with  batch  processing  are 
worked  out?  There's  no  difference  in  how  an  NH  or  NC  is  processed  once  it  successfully  makes  it  from  the  UNI 
tool  into  our  application.  We  have  tests  that  we'll  be  executing  during  the  regression  test  to  ensure  NH  and  NC 
are  working  independently  of  batch  processing.  We  can  either  ensure  that  the  relevant  records  continue  being 
available  on  our  end  throughout  the  regression  test,  or  recreate  the  records  if/when  batch  processing  is 
confirmed  to  be  working  (to  the  extent  that  messages  reach  our  application). 

In  the  absence  of  any  testing  to  perform  or  prepare  for,  there  is  nothing  I  can  do  to  progress  these  tasks 
towards  completion.

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  regression  test  while  the  issues  with  batch  processing  are 
worked  out?  There's  no  difference  in  how  an  NH  or  NC  is  processed  once  it  successfully  makes  it  from  the  UNI 
tool  into  our  application.  We  have  tests  that  we'll  be  executing  during  the  regression  test  to  ensure  NH  and  NC 
are  working  independently  of  batch  processing.  We  can  either  ensure  that  the  relevant  records  continue  being 
available  on  our  end  throughout  the  regression  test,  or  recreate  the  records  if/when  batch  processing  is 
confirmed  to  be  working  (to  the  extent  that  messages  reach  our  application).

NHTSA  Holds  Workshop  on  Automated  Driving  Systems 
Safety  Self-Assessments 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  held  a  public 
workshop  to  support  entities  that  wish  to  make  voluntary  self-assessments 
regarding  automated  driving  systems  publicly  available.  The  workshop  comes  as  a 
result  of  NHTSA  publishing  its  Automated  Driving  Systems  2.0:  A  Vision  for  Safety 
on  September  12,  2017.  NHTSA  emphasizes  that  the  workshop  was  not  intended 
to  be  a  tutorial  fora  prescriptive  document,  but  hopes  to  hear  from  entities  if  there 
are  any  challenges  that  would  make  it  difficult  for  an  entity  to  publicly  disclose  any 
portion  of  a  voluntary  safety  self-assessment  in  a  summary  document  and  discuss 
how  those  challenges  might  be  overcome  or  mitigated. 

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  United  Parcel  Service 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision 
to  grant  part  of  United  Parcel  Service  Inc.'s  (UPS)  application  for  a  limited  5-year 
exemption  from  various  provisions  of  the  mandate  to  use  electronic  logging 
devices  (ELD).  FMCSA  grants  exemptions  to  allow  (1)  all  motor  carriers  and 
drivers  that  use  portable,  driver-based  ELDs  to  record  engine  data  only  when  the 
driver  is  in  a  CMV  and  the  engine  is  powered,  and  (2)  all  motor  carriers  to 
configure  an  ELD  with  a  yard-move  mode  that  does  not  require  a  driver  to  re-input 
yardmove  status  every  time  the  tractor  is  powered  off.  FMCSA  hereby  grants  the 
exemptions  for  a  5-year  period,  beginning  October  20,  2017  and  ending  October 
20,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  C.R.  England  CDL  Standards  Exemption 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  its  decision  to  re¬ 
affirm  renewal  of  an  exemption  granted  to  C.R.  England  from  the  regulation  that 
requires  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  holder  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  holder  with  the  proper  CDL  class  and 
endorsements,  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle  while  the  CLP  holder 
performs  behind-the-wheel  training  on  public  roads  or  highways.  Under  this 
exemption,  a  CLP  holder  who  has  documentation  of  passing  the  CDL  skills  test 
may  drive  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  for  C.R.  England  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  CDL  holder  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.  The  exemption  is 
effective  from  June  13,  2017,  through  June  12,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Advisory 
Committee  Charter 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  that  it 
has  renewed  the  charter  of  the  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Advisory  Committee 
(MCSAC).  The  MCSAC  is  a  federal  advisory  committee  that  provides  the  Agency 
with  advice  and  recommendations  on  motor  carrier  safety  programs  and  motor 
carrier  safety  regulations  through  a  consensus  process.  The  charter  renewal  too 
effect  on  September  29,  2017  and  will  expire  after  2  years.

NHTSA  Holds  Workshop  on  Automated  Driving  Systems 
Safety  Self-Assessments 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  held  a  public 
workshop  to  support  entities  that  wish  to  make  voluntary  self-assessments 
regarding  automated  driving  systems  publicly  available.  The  workshop  comes  as  a 
result  of  NHTSA  publishing  its  Automated  Driving  Systems  2.0:  A  Vision  for  Safety 
on  September  12,  2017.  NHTSA  emphasizes  that  the  workshop  was  not  intended 
to  be  a  tutorial  fora  prescriptive  document,  but  hopes  to  hear  from  entities  if  there 
are  any  challenges  that  would  make  it  difficult  for  an  entity  to  publicly  disclose  any 
portion  of  a  voluntary  safety  self-assessment  in  a  summary  document  and  discuss 
how  those  challenges  might  be  overcome  or  mitigated. 

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  United  Parcel  Service 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision 
to  grant  part  of  United  Parcel  Service  Inc.'s  (UPS)  application  for  a  limited  5-year 
exemption  from  various  provisions  of  the  mandate  to  use  electronic  logging 
devices  (ELD).  FMCSA  grants  exemptions  to  allow  (1)  all  motor  carriers  and 
drivers  that  use  portable,  driver-based  ELDs  to  record  engine  data  only  when  the 
driver  is  in  a  CMV  and  the  engine  is  powered,  and  (2)  all  motor  carriers  to 
configure  an  ELD  with  a  yard-move  mode  that  does  not  require  a  driver  to  re-input 
yardmove  status  every  time  the  tractor  is  powered  off.  FMCSA  hereby  grants  the 
exemptions  for  a  5-year  period,  beginning  October  20,  2017  and  ending  October 
20,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  C.R.  England  CDL  Standards  Exemption 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  its  decision  to  re¬ 
affirm  renewal  of  an  exemption  granted  to  C.R.  England  from  the  regulation  that 
requires  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  holder  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  holder  with  the  proper  CDL  class  and 
endorsements,  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle  while  the  CLP  holder 
performs  behind-the-wheel  training  on  public  roads  or  highways.  Under  this 
exemption,  a  CLP  holder  who  has  documentation  of  passing  the  CDL  skills  test 
may  drive  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  for  C.R.  England  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  CDL  holder  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.  The  exemption  is 
effective  from  June  13,  2017,  through  June  12,  2022.

Committee  Charter 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  that  it 
has  renewed  the  charter  of  the  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Advisory  Committee 
(MCSAC).  The  MCSAC  is  a  federal  advisory  committee  that  provides  the  Agency 
with  advice  and  recommendations  on  motor  carrier  safety  programs  and  motor 
carrier  safety  regulations  through  a  consensus  process.  The  charter  renewal  too 
effect  on  September  29,  2017  and  will  expire  after  2  years.

NHTSA  Holds  Workshop  on  Automated  Driving  Systems 
Safety  Self-Assessments 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  held  a  public 
workshop  to  support  entities  that  wish  to  make  voluntary  self-assessments 
regarding  automated  driving  systems  publicly  available.  The  workshop  comes  as  a 
result  of  NHTSA  publishing  its  Automated  Driving  Systems  2.0:  A  Vision  for  Safety 
on  September  12,  2017.  NHTSA  emphasizes  that  the  workshop  was  not  intended 
to  be  a  tutorial  fora  prescriptive  document,  but  hopes  to  hear  from  entities  if  there 
are  any  challenges  that  would  make  it  difficult  for  an  entity  to  publicly  disclose  any 
portion  of  a  voluntary  safety  self-assessment  in  a  summary  document  and  discuss 
how  those  challenges  might  be  overcome  or  mitigated. 

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  United  Parcel  Service 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision 
to  grant  part  of  United  Parcel  Service  Inc.'s  (UPS)  application  for  a  limited  5-year 
exemption  from  various  provisions  of  the  mandate  to  use  electronic  logging 
devices  (ELD).  FMCSA  grants  exemptions  to  allow  (1)  all  motor  carriers  and 
drivers  that  use  portable,  driver-based  ELDs  to  record  engine  data  only  when  the 
driver  is  in  a  CMV  and  the  engine  is  powered,  and  (2)  all  motor  carriers  to 
configure  an  ELD  with  a  yard-move  mode  that  does  not  require  a  driver  to  re-input 
yardmove  status  every  time  the  tractor  is  powered  off.  FMCSA  hereby  grants  the 
exemptions  for  a  5-year  period,  beginning  October  20,  2017  and  ending  October 
20,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  C.R.  England  CDL  Standards  Exemption 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  its  decision  to  re¬ 
affirm  renewal  of  an  exemption  granted  to  C.R.  England  from  the  regulation  that 
requires  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  holder  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  holder  with  the  proper  CDL  class  and 
endorsements,  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle  while  the  CLP  holder 
performs  behind-the-wheel  training  on  public  roads  or  highways.  Under  this 
exemption,  a  CLP  holder  who  has  documentation  of  passing  the  CDL  skills  test 
may  drive  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  for  C.R.  England  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  CDL  holder  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.  The  exemption  is 
effective  from  June  13,  2017,  through  June  12,  2022.

Committee  Charter 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  that  it 
has  renewed  the  charter  of  the  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Advisory  Committee 
(MCSAC).  The  MCSAC  is  a  federal  advisory  committee  that  provides  the  Agency 
with  advice  and  recommendations  on  motor  carrier  safety  programs  and  motor 
carrier  safety  regulations  through  a  consensus  process.  The  charter  renewal  too 
effect  on  September  29,  2017  and  will  expire  after  2  years.

NHTSA  Holds  Workshop  on  Automated  Driving  Systems 
Safety  Self-Assessments 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  held  a  public 
workshop  to  support  entities  that  wish  to  make  voluntary  self-assessments 
regarding  automated  driving  systems  publicly  available.  The  workshop  comes  as  a 
result  of  NHTSA  publishing  its  Automated  Driving  Systems  2.0:  A  Vision  for  Safety 
on  September  12,  2017.  NHTSA  emphasizes  that  the  workshop  was  not  intended 
to  be  a  tutorial  fora  prescriptive  document,  but  hopes  to  hear  from  entities  if  there 
are  any  challenges  that  would  make  it  difficult  for  an  entity  to  publicly  disclose  any 
portion  of  a  voluntary  safety  self-assessment  in  a  summary  document  and  discuss 
how  those  challenges  might  be  overcome  or  mitigated. 

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  United  Parcel  Service 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision 
to  grant  part  of  United  Parcel  Service  Inc.'s  (UPS)  application  for  a  limited  5-year 
exemption  from  various  provisions  of  the  mandate  to  use  electronic  logging 
devices  (ELD).  FMCSA  grants  exemptions  to  allow  (1)  all  motor  carriers  and 
drivers  that  use  portable,  driver-based  ELDs  to  record  engine  data  only  when  the 
driver  is  in  a  CMV  and  the  engine  is  powered,  and  (2)  all  motor  carriers  to 
configure  an  ELD  with  a  yard-move  mode  that  does  not  require  a  driver  to  re-input 
yardmove  status  every  time  the  tractor  is  powered  off.  FMCSA  hereby  grants  the 
exemptions  for  a  5-year  period,  beginning  October  20,  2017  and  ending  October 
20,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  C.R.  England  CDL  Standards  Exemption 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  its  decision  to  re¬ 
affirm  renewal  of  an  exemption  granted  to  C.R.  England  from  the  regulation  that 
requires  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  holder  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  holder  with  the  proper  CDL  class  and 
endorsements,  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle  while  the  CLP  holder 
performs  behind-the-wheel  training  on  public  roads  or  highways.  Under  this 
exemption,  a  CLP  holder  who  has  documentation  of  passing  the  CDL  skills  test 
may  drive  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  for  C.R.  England  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  CDL  holder  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.  The  exemption  is 
effective  from  June  13,  2017,  through  June  12,  2022.

Committee  Charter 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  that  it 
has  renewed  the  charter  of  the  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Advisory  Committee 
(MCSAC).

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision 
to  grant  part  of  United  Parcel  Service  Inc.'s  (UPS)  application  for  a  limited  5-year 
exemption  from  various  provisions  of  the  mandate  to  use  electronic  logging 
devices  (ELD).  FMCSA  grants  exemptions  to  allow  (1)  all  motor  carriers  and 
drivers  that  use  portable,  driver-based  ELDs  to  record  engine  data  only  when  the 
driver  is  in  a  CMV  and  the  engine  is  powered,  and  (2)  all  motor  carriers  to 
configure  an  ELD  with  a  yard-move  mode  that  does  not  require  a  driver  to  re-input 
yardmove  status  every  time  the  tractor  is  powered  off.  FMCSA  hereby  grants  the 
exemptions  for  a  5-year  period,  beginning  October  20,  2017  and  ending  October 
20,  2022.

endorsements,  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle  while  the  CLP  holder 
performs  behind-the-wheel  training  on  public  roads  or  highways.  Under  this 
exemption,  a  CLP  holder  who  has  documentation  of  passing  the  CDL  skills  test 
may  drive  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  for  C.R.  England  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  CDL  holder  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.

NHTSA  Holds  Workshop  on  Automated  Driving  Systems 
Safety  Self-Assessments 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  held  a  public 
workshop  to  support  entities  that  wish  to  make  voluntary  self-assessments 
regarding  automated  driving  systems  publicly  available.  The  workshop  comes  as  a 
result  of  NHTSA  publishing  its  Automated  Driving  Systems  2.0:  A  Vision  for  Safety 
on  September  12,  2017.  NHTSA  emphasizes  that  the  workshop  was  not  intended 
to  be  a  tutorial  fora  prescriptive  document,  but  hopes  to  hear  from  entities  if  there 
are  any  challenges  that  would  make  it  difficult  for  an  entity  to  publicly  disclose  any 
portion  of  a  voluntary  safety  self-assessment  in  a  summary  document  and  discuss 
how  those  challenges  might  be  overcome  or  mitigated. 

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  United  Parcel  Service 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision 
to  grant  part  of  United  Parcel  Service  Inc.'s  (UPS)  application  for  a  limited  5-year 
exemption  from  various  provisions  of  the  mandate  to  use  electronic  logging 
devices  (ELD).  FMCSA  grants  exemptions  to  allow  (1)  all  motor  carriers  and 
drivers  that  use  portable,  driver-based  ELDs  to  record  engine  data  only  when  the 
driver  is  in  a  CMV  and  the  engine  is  powered,  and  (2)  all  motor  carriers  to 
configure  an  ELD  with  a  yard-move  mode  that  does  not  require  a  driver  to  re-input 
yardmove  status  every  time  the  tractor  is  powered  off.  FMCSA  hereby  grants  the 
exemptions  for  a  5-year  period,  beginning  October  20,  2017  and  ending  October 
20,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  C.R.  England  CDL  Standards  Exemption 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  its  decision  to  re¬ 
affirm  renewal  of  an  exemption  granted  to  C.R.  England  from  the  regulation  that 
requires  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  holder  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  holder  with  the  proper  CDL  class  and 
endorsements,  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle  while  the  CLP  holder 
performs  behind-the-wheel  training  on  public  roads  or  highways.  Under  this 
exemption,  a  CLP  holder  who  has  documentation  of  passing  the  CDL  skills  test 
may  drive  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  for  C.R.  England  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  CDL  holder  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.  The  exemption  is 
effective  from  June  13,  2017,  through  June  12,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Advisory 
Committee  Charter 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  that  it 
has  renewed  the  charter  of  the  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Advisory  Committee

NHTSA  Holds  Workshop  on  Automated  Driving  Systems 
Safety  Self-Assessments 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  held  a  public 
workshop  to  support  entities  that  wish  to  make  voluntary  self-assessments 
regarding  automated  driving  systems  publicly  available.  The  workshop  comes  as  a 
result  of  NHTSA  publishing  its  Automated  Driving  Systems  2.0:  A  Vision  for  Safety 
on  September  12,  2017.  NHTSA  emphasizes  that  the  workshop  was  not  intended 
to  be  a  tutorial  fora  prescriptive  document,  but  hopes  to  hear  from  entities  if  there 
are  any  challenges  that  would  make  it  difficult  for  an  entity  to  publicly  disclose  any 
portion  of  a  voluntary  safety  self-assessment  in  a  summary  document  and  discuss 
how  those  challenges  might  be  overcome  or  mitigated. 

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  United  Parcel  Service 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision 
to  grant  part  of  United  Parcel  Service  Inc.'s  (UPS)  application  for  a  limited  5-year 
exemption  from  various  provisions  of  the  mandate  to  use  electronic  logging 
devices  (ELD).  FMCSA  grants  exemptions  to  allow  (1)  all  motor  carriers  and 
drivers  that  use  portable,  driver-based  ELDs  to  record  engine  data  only  when  the 
driver  is  in  a  CMV  and  the  engine  is  powered,  and  (2)  all  motor  carriers  to 
configure  an  ELD  with  a  yard-move  mode  that  does  not  require  a  driver  to  re-input 
yardmove  status  every  time  the  tractor  is  powered  off.  FMCSA  hereby  grants  the 
exemptions  for  a  5-year  period,  beginning  October  20,  2017  and  ending  October 
20,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  C.R.  England  CDL  Standards  Exemption 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  its  decision  to  re¬ 
affirm  renewal  of  an  exemption  granted  to  C.R.  England  from  the  regulation  that 
requires  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  holder  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  holder  with  the  proper  CDL  class  and 
endorsements,  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle  while  the  CLP  holder 
performs  behind-the-wheel  training  on  public  roads  or  highways.  Under  this 
exemption,  a  CLP  holder  who  has  documentation  of  passing  the  CDL  skills  test 
may  drive  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  for  C.R.  England  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  CDL  holder  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.  The  exemption  is 
effective  from  June  13,  2017,  through  June  12,  2022.

Committee  Charter

NHTSA  Holds  Workshop  on  Automated  Driving  Systems 
Safety  Self-Assessments 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  held  a  public 
workshop  to  support  entities  that  wish  to  make  voluntary  self-assessments 
regarding  automated  driving  systems  publicly  available.  The  workshop  comes  as  a 
result  of  NHTSA  publishing  its  Automated  Driving  Systems  2.0:  A  Vision  for  Safety 
on  September  12,  2017.  NHTSA  emphasizes  that  the  workshop  was  not  intended 
to  be  a  tutorial  fora  prescriptive  document,  but  hopes  to  hear  from  entities  if  there 
are  any  challenges  that  would  make  it  difficult  for  an  entity  to  publicly  disclose  any 
portion  of  a  voluntary  safety  self-assessment  in  a  summary  document  and  discuss 
how  those  challenges  might  be  overcome  or  mitigated. 

FMCSA  Grants  ELD  Exemption  to  United  Parcel  Service 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision 
to  grant  part  of  United  Parcel  Service  Inc.'s  (UPS)  application  for  a  limited  5-year 
exemption  from  various  provisions  of  the  mandate  to  use  electronic  logging 
devices  (ELD).  FMCSA  grants  exemptions  to  allow  (1)  all  motor  carriers  and 
drivers  that  use  portable,  driver-based  ELDs  to  record  engine  data  only  when  the 
driver  is  in  a  CMV  and  the  engine  is  powered,  and  (2)  all  motor  carriers  to 
configure  an  ELD  with  a  yard-move  mode  that  does  not  require  a  driver  to  re-input 
yardmove  status  every  time  the  tractor  is  powered  off.  FMCSA  hereby  grants  the 
exemptions  for  a  5-year  period,  beginning  October  20,  2017  and  ending  October 
20,  2022. 

FMCSA  Renews  C.R.  England  CDL  Standards  Exemption 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  its  decision  to  re¬ 
affirm  renewal  of  an  exemption  granted  to  C.R.  England  from  the  regulation  that 
requires  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  holder  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  holder  with  the  proper  CDL  class  and 
endorsements,  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle  while  the  CLP  holder 
performs  behind-the-wheel  training  on  public  roads  or  highways.  Under  this 
exemption,  a  CLP  holder  who  has  documentation  of  passing  the  CDL  skills  test 
may  drive  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  for  C.R.  England  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  CDL  holder  in  the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.  The  exemption  is 
effective  from  June  13,  2017,  through  June  12,  2022.

We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 
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As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing.

October  18,  2017 


The  purpose  of  the  call  was  to  provide  updates  on  various  aspects  of  the  project.  Present  on  the  call: 
AZ,  CO,  FL,  ID,  IL,  IN,  KY,  MD,  NC,  ND,  NE,  NH,  NV,  PA,  TX,  UT,  VA,  WA,  Wl,  WV,  WY  and  AAMVA  staff. 


Jurisdictions  are  emailing  WV  with  requests  to  have  their  brands  added  to  NMVTIS 

The  concern  here  is  that  WV  is  seeing  a  lot  of  paper  titles  that  do  not  include  the  brand  records  that  are 
being  displayed  in  NMVTIS  for  the  vehicle.  Sometimes  brands  are  not  carried  forward  on  to  the  printed 
title  because  each  jurisdiction  has  their  own  rules  and  regulations  as  to  what  brands  are  applicable  in 
their  state.  WV  stated  that  consumers  feel  that  it  is  the  obligation  of  the  states  to  report  the  complete 
brand  history  for  the  vehicle  on  the  printed  title.  Consumers  also  feel  that  it  is  the  obligation  of  the 
states  to  protect  them  from  purchasing  vehicles  with  damage  that  would  diminish  the  value  or  safety  of 
the  vehicle.  AAMVA  recommends  that  states  encourage  their  citizens  to  get  a  Vehicle  Report  that 
includes  NMVTIS  information  every  time  they  purchase  a  used  vehicle.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important 
steps  consumers  can  make  to  protect  themselves  before  making  a  purchase. 

Tony  from  Texas  stated  that  the  Texas  DMV  web  site  has  a  Title  Check  Feature.  Here  consumers  can 
select  an  approved  provider  to  check  the  Vehicle  Identification  Number  (VIN)  of  the  vehicle  they  want  to 
purchase  to  find  out  if  it  is  has  been  salvaged,  rebuilt,  or  damaged  in  a  flood.

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Open  Discussion: 


Maryland  asks:  Can  you  use  your  NMVTIS  credits  toward  your  state  fees?  AAMVA  stated  that  you  can 
only  use  your  NMVTIS  credits  toward  your  state  fees  when  you  become  fully  compliant.  Full  compliance 
means  that  you  provide  data  to  NMVTIS  and  you  inquiry  NMVTIS  to  perform  title  verification.  If  you  are 
not  fully  compliant  you  can  use  your  NMVTIS  credits  to  get  there. 

Pennsylvania  asks  if  they  can  receive  their  suspense  notifications  as  they  happen  so  they  can  be 
proactive  and  resolve  the  suspensions  as  soon  as  possible.  AAMVA  stated  that  a  suspense  report  is 
provided  to  the  online  states  each  day.  Listed  are  all  suspended  transactions  that  apply  to  the  state.  The 
report  include  the  previous  day's  suspended  transactions,  plus  all  prior  unresolved  suspension  activity. 
The  suspended  transactions  will  not  fall  off  the  suspense  report  until  they  are  resolved.  In  the  case  of  a 
Change  State  of  Title  Transaction  the  old  state-of-title  should  work  the  suspense  report  and  initiate  the 
resolution  process  with  the  new  state  of  title.

The  purpose  of  the  call  was  to  provide  updates  on  various  aspects  of  the  project.  Present  on  the  call: 
AZ,  CO,  FL,  ID,  IL,  IN,  KY,  MD,  NC,  ND,  NE,  NH,  NV,  PA,  TX,  UT,  VA,  WA,  Wl,  WV,  WY  and  AAMVA  staff. 


Jurisdictions  are  emailing  WV  with  requests  to  have  their  brands  added  to  NMVTIS 

The  concern  here  is  that  WV  is  seeing  a  lot  of  paper  titles  that  do  not  include  the  brand  records  that  are 
being  displayed  in  NMVTIS  for  the  vehicle.  Sometimes  brands  are  not  carried  forward  on  to  the  printed 
title  because  each  jurisdiction  has  their  own  rules  and  regulations  as  to  what  brands  are  applicable  in 
their  state.  WV  stated  that  consumers  feel  that  it  is  the  obligation  of  the  states  to  report  the  complete 
brand  history  for  the  vehicle  on  the  printed  title.  Consumers  also  feel  that  it  is  the  obligation  of  the 
states  to  protect  them  from  purchasing  vehicles  with  damage  that  would  diminish  the  value  or  safety  of 
the  vehicle.  AAMVA  recommends  that  states  encourage  their  citizens  to  get  a  Vehicle  Report  that 
includes  NMVTIS  information  every  time  they  purchase  a  used  vehicle.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important 
steps  consumers  can  make  to  protect  themselves  before  making  a  purchase. 

Tony  from  Texas  stated  that  the  Texas  DMV  web  site  has  a  Title  Check  Feature.  Here  consumers  can 
select  an  approved  provider  to  check  the  Vehicle  Identification  Number  (VIN)  of  the  vehicle  they  want  to 
purchase  to  find  out  if  it  is  has  been  salvaged,  rebuilt,  or  damaged  in  a  flood.

Update  on  the  current  state  implementation  schedule 

On  October  9th  2017  Mississippi  went  live  in  production.  Mississippi  is  participating  full  online  which 
includes  both  online  inquiries  and  updates.  AAMVA  has  not  seen  any  issues  with  their  transactions,  so 
far. 

Arkansas  is  also  rewriting  their  system  to  become  fully  online.  Their  go  live  date  is  slated  for  some  time 
in  November  2017. 

Alaska  currently  participates  fully  online.  They  are  rewriting  their  system.  Their  go  live  date  is  slated  for 
some  time  in  December  2017. 
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Open  Discussion: 


Maryland  asks:  Can  you  use  your  NMVTIS  credits  toward  your  state  fees?  AAMVA  stated  that  you  can 
only  use  your  NMVTIS  credits  toward  your  state  fees  when  you  become  fully  compliant.  Full  compliance 
means  that  you  provide  data  to  NMVTIS  and  you  inquiry  NMVTIS  to  perform  title  verification.  If  you  are 
not  fully  compliant  you  can  use  your  NMVTIS  credits  to  get  there. 

Pennsylvania  asks  if  they  can  receive  their  suspense  notifications  as  they  happen  so  they  can  be 
proactive  and  resolve  the  suspensions  as  soon  as  possible.  AAMVA  stated  that  a  suspense  report  is 
provided  to  the  online  states  each  day.  Listed  are  all  suspended  transactions  that  apply  to  the  state.  The 
report  include  the  previous  day's  suspended  transactions,  plus  all  prior  unresolved  suspension  activity. 
The  suspended  transactions  will  not  fall  off  the  suspense  report  until  they  are  resolved.  In  the  case  of  a 
Change  State  of  Title  Transaction  the  old  state-of-title  should  work  the  suspense  report  and  initiate  the 
resolution  process  with  the  new  state  of  title.

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Hello  Susan, 


We're  currently  6  weeks  from  scheduled  go-live  and  we  have  this  batch  processing  issue,  regression  testing, 
batch  initial  load  testing,  and  potentially  a  smoke  test  after  switching  to  AK  left  to  complete. 

As  far  as  I'm  aware,  Amir  is  still  processing  the  feedback  we  gave  him  and  has  yet  to  give  us  an  updated  initial 
load  test  plan.  Sathish  and  Dave  both  have  limited  availability  towards  resolving  the  issues  with  batch 
processing. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  regression  test  while  the  issues  with  batch  processing  are 
worked  out?  There's  no  difference  in  how  an  NH  or  NC  is  processed  once  it  successfully  makes  it  from  the  UNI 
tool  into  our  application.  We  have  tests  that  we'll  be  executing  during  the  regression  test  to  ensure  NH  and  NC 
are  working  independently  of  batch  processing.  We  can  either  ensure  that  the  relevant  records  continue  being 
available  on  our  end  throughout  the  regression  test,  or  recreate  the  records  if/when  batch  processing  is 
confirmed  to  be  working  (to  the  extent  that  messages  reach  our  application). 

In  the  absence  of  any  testing  to  perform  or  prepare  for,  there  is  nothing  I  can  do  to  progress  these  tasks 
towards  completion.

The  first  pass  of  the  online  scenario  testing  has  passed  and  we  are  now  working  on  the  regression  testing. 
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Regression  Online  Scenario  testing  status.  22  total  online  scenario  testing  cases: 

Current  Status:  4  Test  Cases  have  passed,  0  Test  Cases  are  in  failed  status,  8  are  with  AAMVA  to  be 
validated  and  10  have  not  been  executed _ 

Setup  for  AK  to  access  the  AAMVA  file  transfer  server  is  complete.  AK  will  need  to  ensure  the  connectivity  is 
working  for  all  environments.  Susan  will  meet  with  Dave  Monroe  tomorrow  around  4:30  to  test  the  connectivity 
and  will  ensure  AAMVA  resources  are  available  if  any  issues  are  encountered. _ 

AK  sent  the  Initial  Load  Test  Case  Plan  filled  in  with  the  test  data  to  be  used  for  the  initial  load  testing.  Amir  is 
reviewing  and  will  let  AK  know  when  to  send  the  test  files. _ 

Susan  will  perform  a  dry  run  of  the  response  time  testing  in  the  CERT  environment.  The  actual  response  time 
test  will  be  performed  in  the  production  environment  the  week  after  implementation. _ 

A  smoke  test  in  CERT  for  GAP  code  AK  instead  of  Al  will  be  required.  The  smoke  test  will  involve  executing 
some  of  the  readiness  test  cases  after  the  regression  testing  is  complete. _ 

AK  would  like  to  have  another  state  to  test  with  when  they  are  ready  to  check  the  connectivity  in  production. 
This  will  occur  on  Saturday  before  implementation.  Susan  will  coordinate  the  testing  with  another  state. _ 

Once  the  structured  testing  is  complete,  there  will  not  be  any  other  testing  needed  unless  AK  makes  a  change 
to  their  code  that  touches  the  NMVTIS  programs.  If  a  code  change  is  made  another  regression  test  will  be 
required  which  will  consist  of  the  same  test  cases  we  are  using  for  regression  now  plus  any  that  are  needed  to 
address  the  change. _ 

Mina  expressed  concern  over  the  amount  of  time  left  to  finish.  Since  AK  is  not  actually  performing  an  initial 
load  and  the  initial  load  programs  are  being  developed  for  use  in  the  data  sync  process  as  well  as  for  disaster 
recovery  if  for  some  reason  we  cannot  get  the  initial  load  tested  in  time  for  this  implementation  we  should  be 
able  to  allow  that  to  be  finished  afterwards  with  AAMVA  management  approval.

Thank  you  for  this  notification.  Both  DMV  and  FMCSA  are  aware  of  the  issues  noted  in  the  report  and  DMV 
is  actively  working  to  resolve  them.  Some  factors  contributing  to  the  Timeliness/Quality  Errors: 

The  Timeliness  Errors  are  due  to  staff  diligently  working  the  backlog  of  E-Dispo  records  that  were  not 
reported  to  DMV  by  the  courts.  These  will  continue  to  be  high  until  that  backlog  is  caught  up.  Part  of  this 
delay  is  attributed  to  the  lack  of  distinction  between  CDL/non-CDL  citations;  additional  steps  are  required 
to  identify  and  manually  update  CDL  citations/pointers  in  CDLIS,  which  significantly  slows  the  process. 
Although  DMV  has  expressed  the  need  for  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (DPS)  to  add  a  "CDL  Indicator" 
to  citation  forms,  both  DPS  and  the  Alaska  Court  System  (ACS)  has  deemed  it  impracticable.  Staff  must 
continue  to  manually  decipher  each  out  of  state  license  record  to  see  if  it  is  a  CDL. 

The  Quality  Errors  are  in  part  because  there  has  been  a  large  learning  curve  for  staff,  and  because  AAMVA 
reports  multiple  attempts  to  submit  the  same  record  as  separate  errors,  which  skews  the  percentages. 
Staff  are  refining  error  correction  processes  to  reduce  unnecessary  correction  attempts  which  should 
reduce  error  compounding  overall.

Thank  you  for  this  notification.  Both  DMV  and  FMCSA  are  aware  of  the  issues  noted  in  the  report  and  DMV 
is  actively  working  to  resolve  them.  Some  factors  contributing  to  the  Timeliness/Quality  Errors: 

The  Timeliness  Errors  are  due  to  staff  diligently  working  the  backlog  of  E-Dispo  records  that  were  not 
reported  to  DMV  by  the  courts.  These  will  continue  to  be  high  until  that  backlog  is  caught  up.  Part  of  this 
delay  is  attributed  to  the  lack  of  distinction  between  CDL/non-CDL  citations;  additional  steps  are  required 
to  identify  and  manually  update  CDL  citations/pointers  in  CDLIS,  which  significantly  slows  the  process. 
Although  DMV  has  expressed  the  need  for  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (DPS)  to  add  a  "CDL  Indicator" 
to  citation  forms,  both  DPS  and  the  Alaska  Court  System  (ACS)  has  deemed  it  impracticable.  Staff  must 
continue  to  manually  decipher  each  out  of  state  license  record  to  see  if  it  is  a  CDL. 

The  Quality  Errors  are  in  part  because  there  has  been  a  large  learning  curve  for  staff,  and  because  AAMVA 
reports  multiple  attempts  to  submit  the  same  record  as  separate  errors,  which  skews  the  percentages. 
Staff  are  refining  error  correction  processes  to  reduce  unnecessary  correction  attempts  which  should 
reduce  error  compounding  overall.

Thank  you  for  this  notification.  Both  DMV  and  FMCSA  are  aware  of  the  issues  noted  in  the  report  and  DMV 
is  actively  working  to  resolve  them.  Some  factors  contributing  to  the  Timeliness/Quality  Errors: 

The  Timeliness  Errors  are  due  to  staff  diligently  working  the  backlog  of  E-Dispo  records  that  were  not 
reported  to  DMV  by  the  courts.  These  will  continue  to  be  high  until  that  backlog  is  caught  up.  Part  of  this 
delay  is  attributed  to  the  lack  of  distinction  between  CDL/non-CDL  citations;  additional  steps  are  required 
to  identify  and  manually  update  CDL  citations/pointers  in  CDLIS,  which  significantly  slows  the  process. 
Although  DMV  has  expressed  the  need  for  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (DPS)  to  add  a  "CDL  Indicator" 
to  citation  forms,  both  DPS  and  the  Alaska  Court  System  (ACS)  has  deemed  it  impracticable.  Staff  must 
continue  to  manually  decipher  each  out  of  state  license  record  to  see  if  it  is  a  CDL. 

The  Quality  Errors  are  in  part  because  there  has  been  a  large  learning  curve  for  staff,  and  because  AAMVA 
reports  multiple  attempts  to  submit  the  same  record  as  separate  errors,  which  skews  the  percentages. 
Staff  are  refining  error  correction  processes  to  reduce  unnecessary  correction  attempts  which  should 
reduce  error  compounding  overall.

Yes,  I  would  agree  that  you  do  the  smoke  test  once  at  the  end  when  you  are  ready  instead  of  doing  one  now  and 
another  at  that  time  because  you  have  2  months  to  your  Implementation. 

The  smoke  test  would  be  for  all  the  Applications  you  are  implementing  on  the  New  System  (SPEXS,  PDPS  and  SSOLV). 

The  smoke  test  for  SPEXS  and  PDPS  will  need  to  be  done  one  after  and  another  but  you  can  do  SSOLV  in  parallel.

Good  afternoon,  Asma  and  Sruti, 

I'm  starting  a  new  thread  to  discuss  smoke  testing. 

In  the  past,  we  have  smoke  tested  a  couple  weeks  before  go-live.  However,  in  those  cases,  that  was  one  single 
application  being  tested  (CDLIS  and  then  SPEXS).  In  this  case  we  will  have  multiple  smoke  tests.  So,  the  questions  we 
have  are: 

1.  How  far  in  advance  can  we  do  these?  We  could  do  them  now,  as  AK  was  moved  to  our  Windows  environment  a 
couple  weeks  ago  -  we're  running  parallel  Gap  code  windows  platforms.  However,  we  don't  want  to  do  a  smoke 
test  now  if  we  will  also  have  to  do  another  right  before  go-live. 

2.  We  know  we  will  need  to  smoke  test  SPEXS  and  PDPS  -  can  they  be  done  concurrently  or  must  they  be  done  one 
at  a  time? 

3.  What  is  the  expected  length  of  time  it  will  take  for  each  smoke  test? 

4.  Will  we  need  to  smoke  test  SSOLV?  Keep  in  mind  we  also  need  to  smoke  test  NMVTIS  in  AK  (I  know  that's  not 
you  two,  though,  but  it's  a  factor)

I'm  starting  a  new  thread  to  discuss  smoke  testing. 

In  the  past,  we  have  smoke  tested  a  couple  weeks  before  go-live.  However,  in  those  cases,  that  was  one  single 
application  being  tested  (CDLIS  and  then  SPEXS).  In  this  case  we  will  have  multiple  smoke  tests.  So,  the  questions  we 
have  are: 

1.  How  far  in  advance  can  we  do  these?  We  could  do  them  now,  as  AK  was  moved  to  our  Windows  environment  a 
couple  weeks  ago  -  we're  running  parallel  Gap  code  windows  platforms.  However,  we  don't  want  to  do  a  smoke 
test  now  if  we  will  also  have  to  do  another  right  before  go-live. 

2.  We  know  we  will  need  to  smoke  test  SPEXS  and  PDPS  -  can  they  be  done  concurrently  or  must  they  be  done  one 
at  a  time? 

3.  What  is  the  expected  length  of  time  it  will  take  for  each  smoke  test? 

4.  Will  we  need  to  smoke  test  SSOLV?  Keep  in  mind  we  also  need  to  smoke  test  NMVTIS  in  AK  (I  know  that's  not 
you  two,  though,  but  it's  a  factor)

I  haven't  taken  as  much  time  to  look  at  this  as  I  would  like  but  as  far  as  format  I  am  liking  it. 

I  did  run  into  one  of  the  concerns  I  have  expressed  previously.  The  use  of  the  word  'should'  in  something  that  is 
procedural. 

The  section  '1.4.1. 2  Driver  Holds  Foreign  License'  holds  an  example. 

[Canadian  License  Holders 

After  conviction  for  a  Canadian  license  holder  the  state  should  initiate  a  CDLIS  CD03  status  reqn 
details  they  have  for  the  driver.  The  SOC  should  ensure  that  the  correct  Canadian  province  is  i 
province.  If  the  driver's  record  is  not  successfully  identified  during  the  validation  the  SOC  shoi 
Canadian  province  to  address  the  issue.  Once  the  SOC  is  able  to  locate  the  correct  DHR  they  sh 
conviction  using  CDLIS  CD  1 1  to  the  Central  Site,  which  will  deliver  the  conviction  to  the  FCWD  f 

Notice  the  use  of  the  word  should?  That  would  indicate  that  I  don't  have  to  do  it.  As  an  example,  when  I  was 
young  if  Mom  said,  "Andy  you  should  take  the  trash  out"  guess  where  that  trash  was  the  next  day?  I  promise  on  the 
second  day  Mom  used  a  more  convincing  terminology.  "Andy,  take  the  trash  out"  (and  some  very  convincing  voice 
inflection)  which  meant  I  was  absolutely  taking  the  trash  out.  © 

If  we  really  have  the  expectation  (and  after  a  few  go  rounds  with  OBXtek  I  know  that  is  an  expectation...)  that 
the  SG  is  going  to  be  sent  to  verify  the  driver  and  that  the  conviction  should  not  be  sent  when  the  verification  can't  be 
made,  then  the  word  'should'  needs  to  be  removed. 

Now  the  argument  could  be  made  that  not  every  jurisdiction  has  the  ability  to  send  the  SG  to  Canadian 
provinces  so  that  is  why  the  word  'should'  is  used.  I  get  that  but  want  to  bring  up  two  things. 

The  first  is  a  question.  If  we  are  waiting  for  all  states  to  have  the  ability  to  send  the  SG  to  Canada,  when  is  the 
right  time  to  remove  the  'should'?  My  argument  would  be  to  just  do  it  now  during  the  rewrite  so  it  doesn't  get  looked 
over  later.  Making  the  assumption  that  not  all  jurisdictions  will  be  capable  of  sending  the  SG  to  Canada  when  the  new 
SPM  is  printed,  the  worst  case  scenario  is  that  they  aren't  doing  it.  Since  this  transaction  isn't  state  to  state,  we  won't 
have  arguments  between  states  on  how  to  do  this.  Since  AAMVA  has  heavy  influence  on  OBXtek  and  the  Canadian 
interaction,  they  can  probably,  for  lack  of  a  better  term,  accept  that  not  all  states  will  comply  immediately,  but  at  least 
since  it  is  in  the  SPM  it  will  encourage  those  that  don't  have  the  ability  to  move  forward  and  incorporate  the  change. 

The  second  is  that  when  I  look  at  the  similar  section  for  Mexican  License  Holders,  it  doesn't  even  refer  to  doing 
the  SG  prior  to  CD11. 1  know  from  recent  experience  that  if  we  don't  do  the  status  check  to  verify  the  license  before 
sending  CD11  and  the  HA  goes  without  a  match  we  get  it  back  for  an  error.  So  that  same  process  talked  about  for  the 
Canadian  License  Holders  exists  for  the  Mexican  License  Holders  and  you  wouldn't  know  it  the  way  it  is  written.  And 
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again  for  the  Mexican  License  Holders  I  know  the  SG  check  prior  to  sending  the  HA  is  an  expectation  and  therefore  I 
would  avoid  the  use  of  the  word  'should'. 

Look  at  that,  I'm  rambling  again  now.  I'll  let  you  consider  my  thoughts  and  hopefully  they  make  some 
sense.  If  you  prefer,  Ed,  you  and  I  can  discuss  to  set  me  straight  or  of  you  think  I  have  some  legitimate  concerns  here  we 
can  address  with  the  PRC  and  whoever  else  is  interested.

I'm  starting  a  new  thread  to  discuss  smoke  testing. 

In  the  past,  we  have  smoke  tested  a  couple  weeks  before  go-live.  However,  in  those  cases,  that  was  one  single 
application  being  tested  (CDLIS  and  then  SPEXS).  In  this  case  we  will  have  multiple  smoke  tests.  So,  the  questions  we 
have  are: 

1.  How  far  in  advance  can  we  do  these?  We  could  do  them  now,  as  AK  was  moved  to  our  Windows  environment  a 
couple  weeks  ago  -  we're  running  parallel  Gap  code  windows  platforms.  However,  we  don't  want  to  do  a  smoke 
test  now  if  we  will  also  have  to  do  another  right  before  go-live. 

2.  We  know  we  will  need  to  smoke  test  SPEXS  and  PDPS  -  can  they  be  done  concurrently  or  must  they  be  done  one 
at  a  time? 

3.  What  is  the  expected  length  of  time  it  will  take  for  each  smoke  test? 

4.  Will  we  need  to  smoke  test  SSOLV?  Keep  in  mind  we  also  need  to  smoke  test  NMVTIS  in  AK  (I  know  that's  not 
you  two,  though,  but  it's  a  factor)

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.

(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June

NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13,

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here.

Search  Feature

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

2018-2022

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

While  the  meeting  will  be  held  at  DOT 
headquarters  in  Washington,  DC  -  the  notice  provides  that  the  meeting  will  be 
webcast  and  that  a  link  to  the  actual  webcast  will  be  made  available  at  a  later 
date. 


NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

Search  Feature

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.  Read  more  here.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  Instant  Title  Verification  Using  the  VIN  Search  Feature 

T uesday,  October  31 ,2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI  can  provide 
information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership  documentation  presented  with 
the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports  jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and 
used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft  Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification 
check  before  issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an  individual 
or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used  to  satisfy  this  legal 
requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that  jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before 
issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have 
purchased  the  vehicle  in  another  jurisdiction.

NHTSA  Announces  Automated  Driving  System  Public  Meeting 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  announced  a  public  meeting 
seeking  input  regarding  their  Automated  Driving  Systems  2.0:  A  Vision  for  Safety.  NHTSA's 
document  provides  voluntary  guidance  to  support  the  automotive  industry  and  other  key  stakeholders 
as  they  consider  and  design  best  practices  for  the  testing  and  deployment  of  Automated  Driving 
Systems  (Ads),  Best  Practices  for  Legislatures,  as  well  as  a  framework  for  States  to  develop 
procedures  and  considerations  for  the  safe  operation  of  ADSs  on  public  roadways.  The  objective  of 
the  public  meeting  is  to  identify  if  further  clarification  is  necessary  to  support  voluntary  implementation 
of  the  new  voluntary  guidance.  The  meeting  is  scheduled  for  November  6,  2017  at  9  a.m.  While  the 
meeting  will  be  held  at  DOT  headquarters  in  Washington,  DC  -  the  notice  provides  that  the  meeting 
will  be  webcast  and  that  a  link  to  the  actual  webcast  will  be  made  available  at  a  later  date. 

NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of  reviewing  the  Traffic 
Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644  (Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to 
determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are  appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and 
uniform  traffic  records  to  identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides  information  on  the 
contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective  traffic  records  system,  and  includes 
assessment  questions  that  qualified  independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a 
State's  traffic  records  systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June  2018. 
Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy  qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that 
the  association  may  reflect  those  comments  in  their  own. 

NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on  Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability 
Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a  petition  for 
reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  1 36, 
Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy  vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine 
Manufacturers  Association  (EMA),  requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's 
performance  test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a  careful 
technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the  agency  has  decided  to 
grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to  indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for 
testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors. 

DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National  Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and  extending  the  deadline  and 
comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim  National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim 
NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice  published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested 
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comments  by  September  6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on 
input  received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not  provide 
sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as  an  analysis  that  some 
comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required  statutory  certification.  Comments 
associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on  or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration 
by  DOT  with  respect  to  the  final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 

U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022 
The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on  the  draft  DOT 
Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for 
achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic  goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and 
Accountability.  These  strategic  goals  are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is 
trying  to  achieve  and  strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the 
objectives.  Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13,  2017. 
AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy  governmentaffairs@aamva.org  so 
that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our  own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018  budget  blueprint  by  a 
vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans  voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets 
the  stage  for  Congress  to  start  consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a 
simple  majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation  instructions  allow  for 
up  to  $1.5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years.  The  measure  also  included  reconciliation 
instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and  Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year 
savings  which  is  expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals  differed  wildly  in  the 
weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many  more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax 
plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed  to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal 
with  spending  cuts  separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data  Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report  entitled,  "Driver 
and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives  on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The 

Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the 
sharing  of  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's  License  System 
(CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the  National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information 
System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps  that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data,  citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes  no  formal 
recommendations  from  GAO.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

While  the  meeting  will  be  held  at  DOT 
headquarters  in  Washington,  DC  -  the  notice  provides  that  the  meeting  will  be 
webcast  and  that  a  link  to  the  actual  webcast  will  be  made  available  at  a  later 
date. 


NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.  Read  more  here.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

While  the  meeting  will  be  held  at  DOT 
headquarters  in  Washington,  DC  -  the  notice  provides  that  the  meeting  will  be 
webcast  and  that  a  link  to  the  actual  webcast  will  be  made  available  at  a  later 
date. 


NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.  Read  more  here.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  Instant  Title  Verification  Using  the  VIN 

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.  Read  more  here.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13,

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  October  31, 2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.

Best  Practices  for  Legislatures,  as  well  as  a  framework  for  States  to  develop 
procedures  and  considerations  for  the  safe  operation  of  ADSs  on  public  roadways. 
The  objective  of  the  public  meeting  is  to  identify  if  further  clarification  is  necessary 
to  support  voluntary  implementation  of  the  new  voluntary  guidance.  The  meeting  is 
scheduled  for  November  6,  2017  at  9  a.m.  While  the  meeting  will  be  held  at  DOT 
headquarters  in  Washington,  DC  -  the  notice  provides  that  the  meeting  will  be 
webcast  and  that  a  link  to  the  actual  webcast  will  be  made  available  at  a  later 
date. 


NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Traffic  Records  Program 
Assessment  Advisory 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  Traffic  Records  Program  Assessment  Advisory,  DOT  HS  81 1  644 
(Advisory)  and  requests  comments  to  determine  if  updates  or  improvements  are 
appropriate.  States  need  timely,  accurate,  complete,  and  uniform  traffic  records  to 
identify  and  prioritize  traffic  safety  issues  and  to  choose  appropriate  safety 
countermeasures  and  evaluate  their  effectiveness.  The  Advisory  provides 
information  on  the  contents,  capabilities,  and  data  quality  attributes  of  an  effective 
traffic  records  system,  and  includes  assessment  questions  that  qualified 
independent  assessors  use  to  evaluate  the  capabilities  of  a  State's  traffic  records 
systems.  NHTSA  anticipates  issuing  a  revised  Advisory  by  June 
2018.  Jurisdictions  submitting  comments  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 


NHTSA  Grants  Petition  for  Reconsideration  on 
Performance  Test  of  Electronic  Stability  Control  Systems 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  granted  a 
petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  final  rule  for  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  (FMVSS)  No.  136,  Electronic  stability  control  systems  for  heavy 
vehicles.  The  petitioner,  Truck  and  Engine  Manufacturers  Association  (EMA), 
requested  that  NHTSA  amend  the  test  conditions  for  the  agency's  performance 
test  by  allowing  a  larger  lane  width  for  long  wheelbase  truck  tractors.  After  a 
careful  technical  review  of  the  petition,  and  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner,  the 
agency  has  decided  to  grant  the  petition  because  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  lane  width  is  needed  for  testing  of  long  wheelbase  truck 
tractors. 


DOT  Reopens  and  Extends  Comment  Period  on  National 
Multimodal  Freight  Network 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reopening  and 
extending  the  deadline  and  comment  period  for  materials  related  to  the  Interim 
National  Multimodal  Freight  Network  (Interim  NMFN),  as  established  in  a  notice 
published  on  June  6,  2016.  The  original  notice  requested  comments  by  September 
6,  2016.  The  reopening  and  extension  of  the  comment  period  is  based  on  input 
received  from  DOT  stakeholders  that  the  September  6,  2016  closing  date  did  not 
provide  sufficient  time  for  submission  of  comments  to  the  Department,  as  well  as 
an  analysis  that  some  comments  submitted  by  States  did  not  include  the  required 
statutory  certification.  Comments  associated  with  the  docket  must  be  received  on 
or  before  February  22,  2018  to  receive  consideration  by  DOT  with  respect  to  the 
final  designation  of  the  NMFN. 


U.S.  DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Draft  Strategic  Plan  for  FY 
2018-2022 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  has  invited  comment  on 
the  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan  for  FY  2018-2022.  The  draft  DOT  Strategic  Plan 
reflects  the  Secretary's  priorities  for  achieving  DOT'S  mission  through  four  strategic 
goals:  Safety;  Infrastructure;  Innovation;  and  Accountability.  These  strategic  goals 
are  supported  by  objectives  that  reflect  the  outcomes  DOT  is  trying  to  achieve  and 
strategies  that  describe  how  DOT  plans  to  make  progress  towards  the  objectives. 
Comments  on  the  DOT  strategic  plan  must  be  received  on  or  before  November  13, 
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2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  their  comments  may  be  reflected  in  our 
own. 

U.S.  House  Adopts  Budget  Blueprint 

The  United  States  House  of  Representatives  has  narrowly  adopted  a  final  2018 
budget  blueprint  by  a  vote  of  216-212,  with  all  Democrats  and  20  Republicans 
voting  against  the  measure.  The  vote  sets  the  stage  for  Congress  to  start 
consideration  of  comprehensive  tax-reform  legislation,  requiring  only  a  simple 
majority  for  passage  in  the  Senate.  The  budget  measure's  reconciliation 
instructions  allow  for  up  to  $1 .5  trillion  in  revenue  losses  over  the  next  10  years. 
The  measure  also  included  reconciliation  instructions  to  the  Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  Committee  to  find  $1  billion  in  10-year  savings  which  is 
expected  to  come  from  opening  of  protected  parcels  of  the  Alaska  Arctic  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  for  energy  prospects.  House  and  Senate  budget  proposals 
differed  wildly  in  the  weeks  preceding  the  vote,  with  the  House  including  many 
more  considerations  for  a  deficit  neutral  tax  plan  -  the  chambers  ultimately  agreed 
to  move  the  Senate  proposal  with  slight  modifications  and  deal  with  spending  cuts 
separately. 

GAO  Issues  Report  on  Federal  Driver  and  Vehicle  Data 
Sharing  Efforts 

The  United  States  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report 
entitled,  "Driver  and  Vehicle  Data:  Federal  Efforts  and  Stakeholders'  Perspectives 
on  Facilitating  Data  Sharing."  The  Report  cites  that  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  and  Justice  (DOJ)  have  facilitated  the  sharing  of  states' 
driver  and  vehicle  data  through  the  development  of  three  driver  and  vehicle  data 
systems  required  under  federal  law.  The  report  cites  the  Commercial  Driver's 
License  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS)  and  the 
National  Motor  Vehicle  Title  Information  System.  The  report  identifies  key  steps 
that  DOT  and  DOJ  have  taken  to  facilitate  sharing  states'  driver  and  vehicle  data, 
citing  the  benefits  of  the  systems  and  stakeholder  perspectives  on  use  of  the 
systems.  The  report  is  meant  to  be  used  as  an  educational  product  and  includes 
no  formal  recommendations  from  GAO. 


Evaluation  of  Sketch  Level  Vehicle  Miles  Traveled  (VMT) 
Quantification  Tool 

The  National  Center  for  Sustainable  Transportation  at  the  University  of  California, 
Davis  has  released  a  report  that  compares  and  evaluates  vehicle  miles  traveled 
(VMT)  estimation  tools  across  a  sample  of  land  use  projects.  The  researchers 
compare  the  results  from  different  tools  for  each  project,  consider  the  applicability 
of  methods  in  particular  contexts  and  for  different  types  of  projects,  and  assess 
data  needs,  relative  ease  of  use,  and  other  practical  considerations.  Read  more 
here. 

AAA:  Visual  and  Cognitive  Demands  of  Using  In-Vehicle 
Infotainment  Systems 

The  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  has  released  a  report  that  examines  how 
InVehicle  Information  Systems  (IVIS)  in  2017  model  year  vehicles  impact  a  driver's 
workload.  The  researchers  investigate  which  task  types  are  most  distracting  and 
what  are  the  sources  of  distraction  (e.g.,  visual/manual  vs.  cognitive);  what  is  the 
workload  associated  with  different  modes  of  IVIS  interaction  (e.g.,  center  stack, 
auditory  vocal,  center  console);  and  what  are  the  bases  for  any  differences  in  the 
workload  associated  with  their  use.  Read  more  here.

I  haven't  taken  as  much  time  to  look  at  this  as  I  would  like  but  as  far  as  format  I  am  liking  it. 

I  did  run  into  one  of  the  concerns  I  have  expressed  previously.  The  use  of  the  word  'should'  in  something  that  is 
procedural. 

The  section  '1.4.1. 2  Driver  Holds  Foreign  License'  holds  an  example. 

[Canadian  License  Holders 

After  conviction  for  a  Canadian  license  holder  the  state  should  initiate  a  CDLIS  CD03  status  requ 
details  they  have  for  the  driver.  The  SOC  should  ensure  that  the  correct  Canadian  province  is  i 
province.  If  the  driver's  record  is  not  successfully  identified  during  the  validation  the  SOC  shoi 
Canadian  province  to  address  the  issue.  Once  the  SOC  is  able  to  locate  the  correct  DHR  they  sh 
conviction  using  CDLIS  CD  1 1  to  the  Central  Site,  which  will  deliver  the  conviction  to  the  FCWD  f 

Notice  the  use  of  the  word  should?  That  would  indicate  that  I  don't  have  to  do  it.  As  an  example,  when  I  was 
young  if  Mom  said,  "Andy  you  should  take  the  trash  out"  guess  where  that  trash  was  the  next  day?  I  promise  on  the 
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second  day  Mom  used  a  more  convincing  terminology.  "Andy,  take  the  trash  out"  (and  some  very  convincing  voice 
inflection)  which  meant  I  was  absolutely  taking  the  trash  out.  © 

If  we  really  have  the  expectation  (and  after  a  few  go  rounds  with  OBXtek  I  know  that  is  an  expectation...)  that 
the  SG  is  going  to  be  sent  to  verify  the  driver  and  that  the  conviction  should  not  be  sent  when  the  verification  can't  be 
made,  then  the  word  'should'  needs  to  be  removed. 

Now  the  argument  could  be  made  that  not  every  jurisdiction  has  the  ability  to  send  the  SG  to  Canadian 
provinces  so  that  is  why  the  word  'should'  is  used.  I  get  that  but  want  to  bring  up  two  things. 

The  first  is  a  question.  If  we  are  waiting  for  all  states  to  have  the  ability  to  send  the  SG  to  Canada,  when  is  the 
right  time  to  remove  the  'should'?  My  argument  would  be  to  just  do  it  now  during  the  rewrite  so  it  doesn't  get  looked 
over  later.  Making  the  assumption  that  not  all  jurisdictions  will  be  capable  of  sending  the  SG  to  Canada  when  the  new 
SPM  is  printed,  the  worst  case  scenario  is  that  they  aren't  doing  it.  Since  this  transaction  isn't  state  to  state,  we  won't 
have  arguments  between  states  on  how  to  do  this.  Since  AAMVA  has  heavy  influence  on  OBXtek  and  the  Canadian 
interaction,  they  can  probably,  for  lack  of  a  better  term,  accept  that  not  all  states  will  comply  immediately,  but  at  least 
since  it  is  in  the  SPM  it  will  encourage  those  that  don't  have  the  ability  to  move  forward  and  incorporate  the  change. 

The  second  is  that  when  I  look  at  the  similar  section  for  Mexican  License  Holders,  it  doesn't  even  refer  to  doing 
the  SG  prior  to  CD11. 1  know  from  recent  experience  that  if  we  don't  do  the  status  check  to  verify  the  license  before 
sending  CD11  and  the  HA  goes  without  a  match  we  get  it  back  for  an  error.  So  that  same  process  talked  about  for  the 
Canadian  License  Holders  exists  for  the  Mexican  License  Holders  and  you  wouldn't  know  it  the  way  it  is  written.  And 
again  for  the  Mexican  License  Holders  I  know  the  SG  check  prior  to  sending  the  HA  is  an  expectation  and  therefore  I 
would  avoid  the  use  of  the  word  'should'. 

Look  at  that,  I'm  rambling  again  now.  I'll  let  you  consider  my  thoughts  and  hopefully  they  make  some 
sense.  If  you  prefer,  Ed,  you  and  I  can  discuss  to  set  me  straight  or  of  you  think  I  have  some  legitimate  concerns  here  we 
can  address  with  the  PRC  and  whoever  else  is  interested.
